The case of ex-Detective Daniel Coughlin, 

the only survivor of the three men sentenced 
to life imprisonment for the murder of 
Dr. Patrick Henry Cronin .<day 4, 1889, 
was reversed and remanded yesterday by the 
Supreme Court at Ottawa. This gives Cough- 
lin a new trial and places him on exactly the 

» footing as though he were arrested but 


row at furthest, it isexpected that Coughlin 
will be transferred from Joliet to the Cook 
County Jail, and, according to State’s-Attor- 
ney Kern, steps will be taken to begin with- 
out delay a new trial in the famous case. 

The decision was written by Justice Bailey, 
Justices Magruder and Scholfield dissenting. 
The reason for the reversal of the find- 
ing of the Cook County Court was that 
Judge McConnell erred in overruling the de- 
fendants’ challenge for cause of Jurors Elijah 
J. Bontecon and Benjamin F. Clark. The 
opinion, which contains 18,600 words, 
only passes. on one of the forty-six 
alleged errors, although it holds that in the 
trial of the case the prosecution failed to 
prove that Dr. Cronin was tried and sentenced 

‘to death by a committee of three in Camp 20, 
‘that Coughlin was a member of such commit- 


In the preparation of the argument I studied, 
analyzed, and compared all the leading cases 
on the competency of jurors. And, having care- 


fully considered the opinion of the court in this 
caso, I unhesitatingly state that, with the single 
exception of the opinion in Burr’s case 
by Chief Justice Marshall, the opinion deliv- 
ered by Justice Bailey, is the most learned, the 
most discriminating, the most exhaustive dis- 
cussion of tne fundamental law as to what 
constitutes a fair and impartial jury to be 
found in the books. Justice Bailey’s opinion 
will be cited in all great triais in the future in 
connection with Marshall’s, 

“‘All the contentions of counsel for Coughlin 
as to the two jurors, Clark and Bontecou, are 
upheld, with one exception—namely: that in 
lilinois ‘expressed opinions’ are not affected 
by our statute and stand as at common law. 
But on this point the court do rule against 
us. They refuse to discuss and pass upon it. 
You know, I presume, that courts are reluct- 
ant to pass upon questions not essential to the 
determination of the case. For that reason, I 
suppose, they fail to pass on many interesting 
question of law and fact, in which is the de- 
termination of the numerous issues raised in 
the record, 

“* There will be no excuse for a trial court 
to err in the future in ruling on the qualifica- 
tions of jurors, The American bar will up- 
hold the court in its conclusions. The law- 
years will not be surprised that the judgment 
is reversed, but amazed that any one should 
believe it possible to affirin it.”

However, He Sees No Obstacle to a New 
Trial and Conviction. 


William J. Hynes, who with Luther Laflin 
Mills, George C. Ingham, and Kickham Scan- 
lan assisted ex-State’s-Attorney Longenecker 
in the prosecution, admitted that the reversal 
of the case was a complete surprise to him. 

“It is the last thing I expected,” said he 
last night. ‘**I understand that the court de- 
cided against the competency of Jurors Clark 
and Bontecou. They said that they had 
formed opinions from the news- 
papers relative to the case and 
yet declared that they were positive 
they could pass judgment impartially. 
The law states that even ifa man does form 
opinions about a case if he can try it impar- 
tially he is competent asa juror. Of the com- 
petency of Clark and Bontecou I never enter- 
tained any doubt, the Supreme Court to 
the contrary. I was and am satisfied 
of the guilt of Coughlin. All the evidence ad- 
duced was carefully weighed and considered, 
and I believe the man had as fair a trial as 
afily man ever brought to the bar of justice.

RESTAURANT-MEN OURIOUS ABOUT

Colored Men Seem to Be Developing a 
Habit of Dropping in to Eat and Mak- 
ine Things Lively for the Proprietor 
When He Declines to Serve Them— 
Herman Schiepau, F. H. Wing, and Ku- 
dolph Wosslick Want to Know Whether 
the Same Men Figurein Each Case. 


There is a section in the State law relating 
to civil rights which says: 

Any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of the foregoing section by de- 
nying --te: any citizen except for rea- 
sons applicable to all citizens of every 
race and color and regardless of color or race, tiie 
full enjoyment of any of the accommoda‘ions, 
advantages, facilities, or privileges ino said 
section enumerated or by aiding or 
inciting such denial shall for every such offense 
forfeit and pay a sam not less than $25 nor more 
than $300 to the person aggrieved thereby, 
to be recovered in any court of competent juris 
diction in the county where said offense was 
committed, and shall also, for every 
such offense, be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined not to exceed five hundred collars ($500), 
or shall be imprisoned not more than 
one yesr, .or both; and provided further, 
that a judgment in favor of the party aggrieved 
or punishment upon an indictment shall be a bar 
to either prosecution respectively.

In the dissenting opinion it is held that 
while Jurors Dontecou and.

How»Coughlin Received the News. 


Just as Coughlin handed the message to an 
@enuiant he was accosted by a reporter for 
‘Tue Txipune. 

“I suppose you want to hear what I have to 
say,” he inquired. ‘Ail I have to say is this: 
Iwas never more astonished, because I did 
not expect anything before March. Mr. For- 
rest and Mr. Wing I have not seen in several 
months—not since O’Sullivan died. 

They were here during Burnes’ sickness, but 
Idid not. see them. I have been here three 
years the 16th of this month, ana I tell you 
that bit of news makes a new man of me. 

* Why, when I read it if I hadn’t been in 
the hospital where there are so many sick tu 
be disturbed I would have yelled at the top of 
iny voice. I felt like jumping over that gas- 
jet.” 

During the interview Coughlin chewed 
voraciously on a bit of tobacco and whirled a 
Tubber band over his fingers, shaking like one 
in an ague fit. 

“No, sir, Ihave nothing to-say. Ido not 
know a thing about the murder. I expect to 
go back to Chicago within a day or two and 
Idon’t supposé I will sleep much'tonight. 

- My wife and brother are in Northern Michi- 
gan. Idon’t know any more about the mur- 
derthan youdo. There is one thing to be 
said, though, and I want you to say that I 
have been treated like a son by Warden De- 
ment and his wife, and so has every prisoner 
here. It is not every woman who would supply 
sick convicts with fresh flowers and delicacies, 
and there’s many a fellow sleeping over yon- 
der on top of the hill whose last hours were 
made peaceful by Mra.

el for Coughlin because it fails to dispose of 
most interesting questions raised in the 
record—namely : the instructions given and re- 
» the admissibility of several circum- 
Stances admitted in evidence, and the right of 
Snemies of the accused to employ private 
Counsel to participate in the trial. 

The court affirmatively finds there was no 
Conspiracy in Camp 20 proved and that the 
Committee of three was appointed not to try 
and to kili Dr. Cronin, but ‘for an entirely 
different purpose.’ This finding removes 
fom the controversy ali questions as to the 
fomihittee of three and the existence of a 
fouspiracy in Camp 20.

JUDGE WING EXPECTED IT, 


As One of Coughlin’s Counsel He Is Pleased 
and Looks for Ultimate Acquittal. 


Judge Russell M. Wing, who was associated 
with William S. Forrest as counsel for 
Dan Coughlin, was overjoyed at the news 
of the Supreme Court’s decision. 
He was seen at his office 
in the “** Rookery ’’ Building shortly after the 
brief telegram from A. H. Taylor, the Clerk 
of the 2ourt, had been received. He was busy 
looking over such meager accounts of the 
matters could be obtained. “*I donot feel 
that I have very much to say,” said 
he. “I do not know the details of the de- 
cision, though I am informed that the case 
was reversed because of the incompetency of 
Jurors’ Clark and Bonticou. The de- 
cision is not a surprise to me I ex- 
pected it, and I-am_ glad for Cough- 
lin ard his family that a new 
chance will be given the man inthe courts. 
A victory for us? Yes, it is something of a 
victory, but it is largely one of the right. We 
have been persistent in our efforts and have 
done atty amount of hard work in the case, 
and that coupled with the fact that we had 
right on our side, I imagine, is responsible 
for the fact that a new trial has been granted. 
‘So far as the future is concerned || can 
only say that the regular legal steps will be 
taken to get Coughlin back to Chicago and get 
again. Whether 


the case in the courts 
or not I shall be employed as coun- 
sel in the case I do not know. 


We worked to get a reversal of the case be- 
cause we felt that justice had not been done 
the man, and have succeeded. Itis now vir- 
tually a new case, and while Mr. Forrest and 
I may be Coughliin’s counsel it is one of 


those matters about which I  can- 
not speak other than by way of 
conjecture. I think we have done all that 


professional etiquette or sense of duty de- 
mands, and I say frankly rejoice at the 
result. I don’t think Coughlin had a fair 
trial and I am glad he is to have an opportu- 
nity again to prove his innocence of the 
charge of murder if he can.”’ 

** How about the testimony for the new 
trial ?”’ 

“‘ It is true that some 
are dead, but all the testimony they gave is 
now as competent as it was then, There is 
an abundance of evidence, much more than 
there was when the case was first tried, and [ 
do not see but that Coughlin stands a better 
chance than he then did.”’

Mr. Wing Is Also Curious. 


T. H. Wing, keeper of a restaurant at No, 
2134 State street, was arrested not long ago 


to know whether he is related to J. L. Curtis, 
who caused Schiepau’s arrest. 

“The two inen came into my place one 
night,” said Wing, ‘“‘and took seats. My 
waiters told them it wasn’t customary to 
serve colored persons and they came.to me. 
Now, I have no prejudice against the race and 
told them so, but there were good customers 


them not to press me. They said they would 
fix me and weut out. Since the Justice court 
suit they have brought an action against me 
in the Circuit Court.”’ 

Mr. Wosslick Also Interested. 


The suit against Rudolph Wosslick for de- 
cling tu serve food to colored patrons, as told 
in Tue Tripuve last week, comes up for trial 
shortly. Mr. Wosslick wassorry yesterday that 
he had been unable to attend his friegd 
Schiepau’s preliminary hearing at the Ar- 
mory for he, too, would like to know whether 
the complainants against the latter look like 
the men who visited his place. 

** I don’t know what’s going on,’’ said he, 
** and I’d like to find out. My waiters wouldn’t 
serve colored people and | told the latter that 
the waiters were not my slaves. I 
think we restaurant-koepers ought to get 
together to protect our rights if this 
kind of suits continue. My customers would 
leave if colored people came here. I and my 
business would be ruined.’”’ 

Prominent colored citizens who were inter- 
rogated said they knew nothing about any 
of the complaints in the various ac- 
tions. One of the partners in a 
firm of colored lawyers said he had heard the 
suits talked of among his people. He knew 
nothing about them, nor theunderlying clause, 
if there was on@ beneath the surface, 
a day or two ago, he said, a colored man 
asked his partner to take a case against a Van 
Buren street restaurant keeper. He didn’t 
know whether his partner had accepted. His 
firm did not encourage litigation of the char- 
acter. 

The foregoing clause in the law, it is stated, 
has never been passed upon by the higher 
courts as to its constitutionality.

WILL GET HIS MONEY BACK. 


Owner of a Torn Bill Appiies to the 
Treasury—Destroyed Notes Not Lost. 

Michael McConnell of No. 351 Clark 
street was recentiy making @ emall purchase 
of a street vender and held out a $5 bill in 
payment when a passing thief grasped the 
bill and escaped. The thief left about one- 
fifth of the bill betweéa Mr. McConnell’s 
thumb and finger. This fragment con- 
tained one of the duplicate numbers and 
one of the signatures. Mr, McConnell yes- 
terday stepped into the Chicago Subtreasury, 
narrated his story, and banded over the frag- 
ment of the note to Receiving-Teller Joseph 
Schoeninger. This official made a minute of

by making affidavit here that the missing por- 
tion is destroyed he can recover the face value 
of the bill. In both of these cases the frag- 
ment must first be sent to Washington and the 
payinent of the face value authorized by the 
Treasury Department. The public generally 
believes that the amount ofa bill can only be 
recovered when the number is_ preserved. 
This is a mistake. It would be possible to 
recover the value of a bill if the portion re- 
ceived here did not exceed the size of a dime.” 
Teller Schoeninger told of a case where a 
farmer put $294 in a stove for safety and his 
wife built a tire in it. The ashes were saved, 
sent to Washington with atfidavits, and if 
found by experts to be as represented the 
muney will be repaid.

H. M. HAYDEN RUN OVER AND KILLED. 


Struck by a Wagon While Crossing South 
Water Street—The Driver Locked Up, 


Herbert M. Hayden, chief clerk in the 
auditor’s office of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad, was last night run over and 
killed at State and South Water streets 
by a horse and wagon belongmg to 
the Chicago Fireproof and Covering company. 
Mr. Hayden reached South Water just as the 
wagon came around the corner from the east. 
Unable to move rapidly on account of his ad- 
vancing years, for Mr. Hayden was 68 years 
of age, he attempted to hurry across and 
avoid being struck. He had not seen the 
wagon until it was close upon him, and when 
the horse was within a few féet of him he 
made a sudden start. The icy condition 
of the sidewalk, howeve caused him 
to lose his balance,. The horse’s shoulder 
struck him in the back and he was thrown to 
the ground. Two wheels of the heavy wagon 
passed over his body. Officer J. B. Shea of 
the Central Station was standing on the oppo- 
site side of the street. He hastened to the 
aged man’s assistance. Mr. Hayden was 
placed in an ambulance, which was started for 
Mercy Hospital, but he died on the way and 
the body was taken to Kigner’s morgue, at 
Wabash avenue and Monroe street. The po. 
lice notified me Haydeun’s family at No. 4016 


held the record for the fastest time between 
New York City and Liverpool. Capt. Hayden 
came to Chicago at the close of the war. In 1866 
he took the first vessel dowa, the Chicago 
River, along the chain of lakes, and into the 
St. Lawrence, which ultimately found its way 
into the Port of Liverpool. This was the 
Pamlico, owned by Robert Prindiville. Late 
in 1866 Capt. Hayden returned” to the 
employ of the Black Ball line, running at 
that time from New York City to England. 
Two years later he returned to his home in 
Essex, Conn., to marry Miss Ellen J. Hayden, 
a distant relative. In 1883 he gave up seafar- 
ing life permanently and moved West. He 
entered the clerical department of the Chica- 
go and Northwestern railroad. He rose rap- 
idly, and for the last three years he was chief 
clerk in the auditor’s office. He leaves a wid- 
ow and one son. 


POLISH FAGIN AT WORK IN CHICAGO, 


Abraham Jacobson Said to Hire Many 
Boys to Steal for Him, 


Akindergarten for young laas desirous of 
becoming thieves was unearthed yesterday by 
Detectives Jurs and Gleason of the West North 
Avenue Station. The school is a small gro- 
cery at No. 71 Churchill street kept by a Polish 
Jew named Abraham Jacobson. For a,long 
time the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad has suffered from petty thefts from 
the freight cars in its yards at Bloommedale 
road. The property stolen consisted prin- 
cipally of grain in small amounts, but 
the seals on the cars were broken and the 
parties to whom the grain was assigned made 
constant complaints.

Bragg and Knight Forces Insist They Will 
Remain Solid, 

Maptson, Wis., Jan. 19.—| Special. ]—A dead- 
lock in the Senatorial contest is inevitable. 
The result of today’s caucuses mdicates it 
strongly. Gen. Bragg’s forces are determined 
tostand by him and the supporters of Col. 
Knight say they will stick to their man. 
Any notable change, therefore,in the sit- 
uation must depend upon what Mitchell’s 
forces will do. They are expected to 
be the first to make a break. In 
fact it seems now to be the plan of the Bragg 
and Knight people to stand solidly united un- 
til the Mitcheil men give way. It may be 
said that the contest has settled down to a 
game of freeze-out- The claim is freely made 
that some of the fellows voting for Mitchell 
are ready to leave him at any time, but they 
heve not been able to find one with courage 
sufficiently strong to take the initiative. Bragg 
and Knight are in position to bring about ad- 
journment any time they think there is dan- 
ger ahead. 

After the first set battle last night, in which 
each candidate’s strength was clearly defined, 
the chief lieutenants and their hustiing aids 
went forth to do valiant work. Some of them 
labored until the sun peeped in on Madison 
this morning, but with no other apparent re- 
sult than to tighter up the lines wherever they 
‘were found to be weak. Mitchell’s headquar- 
ters, where there is a generous supply of 
cheering entertainment always on hand, were 
kept open all night for reception of visitors, 
and at no time was the enthusiasm permitted 
to fall below the point of general interest. 
Matters were conducted more quictly in No. 
66, where Col. Knight is to be found giving 
his chiefs such instructions from time to time 
as they may require; but the work carried on 
was just as earnest in character and the inter- 
est just as intense. 


Brage’s Men Say Little. 


After 2 0o’clock Gen. Bragg’s’ rooms were 
dark and quiet. The old warrior had retired 
feeling confident that his position in the situa- 
tion would not be permitted to suffer. The 
General’s friends are men who support him 
because they feel that he is more justly en- 
titled to reward than any other Democrat in 
the State and that this willin all probability 
be the last opportunity he nay ever have of 
receiving such reward. As a consequence 
they are not to be influenced by the soft, 
weak arguments of the younger politicians 
who surround his opponents. Notwithstand- 
ing the exhaustive labors of the night all 
parties were astir early this morning and the 
scenes in the corridors of the Park Hotel have 
been of the liveliest character today. 

Previous to the meeting of the caucus this 
afternoon the chiefs of each of the candidates 
seemed to think that considerable advantage 
had been gained, but the voting failed to show 
wherein any important changes had been 
made in the situation. Gen. Bragg gained one 
vote, but neither Knight nor Mitcheil lost any. 
State Senator Adam Apple of Racine, who 
rested his hopes on J. M. Dodge last night, 
concluded that it was not good policy to go it 
alone any longer and went over into the Bragg 
camp. His action, however, was entirely de- 
void of anythirg bearing the semblance ofa 
surprise.

Universal Opinion That the Adjournment 
Hurts His Chances. 

Mapigon, Wis., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—It is 
generally admitted tonight that the long ad- 
journment of the caucus is not favorable to 
the chances of Congressman J. L. Mitchell. 
Senator Murphy, however, will not admit the 
possibility of any defection from the Mitchell 
ranks. Sitting on a bed in the Congressman’s 
headquarters. with a bottle of Apollinaris 
water in one hand and a sandwich in the other 
he talked of the adjourninent and it effect:

If the waste is not stopped, the 
reservoir will be emptied within less than a 
week. As the total supply of the city is prac- 
tically taken from this reservoir, pending the 
completion of the new water-works, the situa- 
tion is considered extremely grave. The shor 
supply was the means today of extending the 
limits where lack of water makes fires of any 
kind more than ordinarily dangerous. If the 
people do not fhe warnings of the in- 
spectors it isthe purpose of the Mayor to 
take more vigorous measures to coinpel com- 
pliance with the rules of the department.

ISLANDERS CUT OFF FROM SUPPLIES. 


Inhabitants of Chincoteague, Deals, and 
Smiths Are Suffering. 


Barrmore, Md., Jan. 19,—| Special. ] —The 
immense ice floes in the Chesapeake Bay and 
Patapsco River have practically closed naviga- 
tion to al! sailing vessels trading along the 
coast so faras Baltimore 1s concerned and 
the charter market is at a standstill. The last 
coal charter reported for ports east of Cape 
Cod was about ten days ago, when the vessel 
received $1.25 per ton. The fishermen and 
oyster en on the island in the lower Chesa- 
peake are in great distress. Sinepuxent and 
Chincoteague Bays are frozen tight and ail 
communication with Chincoteague Island is 
cut off, save by an occasional pedestrian tak- 
ing his life in his hands and walking on the ice 
to Franklin City, eight miles distant, for the 
mail, The steamer Widgeon, belonging to 
the Pennsylvania railroad company, which 
transfers freight and passengers over to the 
island, has been frozen up to the wharf for 
some time, and people of the island are 
now in a bad way. There is no flour or 
meat on the island and unileés a change in the 
weather sets in soon and the ice breaks up so 
that communication can be had with the 
mainland, the 1,500 people on Chincoteague 
will have neither food nor fuel. Exposed as 
they are to the ocean on one side and the bay 
on the other the cold is almost unbearable and 
many of the poor people are freezing to death. 
Chincoteague is one of the greatest 
oyster shipping points in Virginia. This 
industry is pow necessarily at a standstill 
and the people having nu means of a livelihood 
are inasad plight. Forty men walked from 
the imprisoned oyster boats at Horse Ham- 
mack to Deals Island, a distance of over 
twelve miles, and to Smiths Island. The few 
stores on these islands do not carry a heavy 
stock of provisions, and the inhabitants are 
afraid to walk to the mainland for more. 
They are cutting down the few trees on the 
islande for fuel and are killing the cattle.

PARTMENT OASH BOOK, 


Attorney-General Moloney Draws Up a De- 


mand for It Which Auditor Gore Will 
Present Today if His Predecessor | Re- 
fuses to Hand Over the Accounts—The 
Democratic Officials Hint at Irregular- 
ities—Gen. Pavey Says the Books He 
Has Are His Personal Property. 
GprINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 19.—The first official 
act of the Democratic Attorney-General has 
been todraw.up a legal document making a 
formal demand upon ex-Auditor of Public 
accounts Charles W. Pavey for the cash books 
and records of disbursements of the Insurance 
Department of the Auditor’s office. It will 
be served upon Gen. Pavey upon his arrival 
in the city tomorrow, and the fact that such 


steps ar2 to be taken by the Democratic State 
' officers has caused a sensation in official cir- 


cles at the Capitol. 

For many years one of the subjects of polit- 
jcal discussion in Iilinois campaigns has deen 
the disposition of the fees received in the In- 
surance Department of the Auditor’s office. 
The Democrats have held that thousands of 
dollars of these fees have been  im- 
properly appropriated and the Republican 
campaign orators have in return maintained 
that not $1 in excess of the limit allowed by 
jaw has been taken and have cited legislative 
enactments as authority for the course pur- 
sued by a long line of Republican Auditors of 


Public Accounts. 


The official salary of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts is $3,500 per annum, but the pro- 
portion of fees of the Insurance Department 
which has been appropriated by the Auditors 
as additional salary and which séme ot the 
best Republican jurists of the State have 
held to be properly appropriated, have 
swelled the salary of the Auditor to such an 
aggregate as to make the office a desirable 

ée. 

*"The act creating the Insurance Department 
of the Auditor’s office and providing for its 
maintenance contains the following clause: 

Provided that the net amount of all fees over 
and above thé. cost of performing the clerical 
labor connected therewith shall not exceed under 
this act the sum of $,000, and any amount above 
that sum shall be paid over to the State Treas- 
urer. 

The common interpretation of this clause 
has been that the State Auditor is entitled to 
$5,000 per annum in addition to his $3,500 sal- 
sry and in addition to that which he hasa 
right to deduct as the expenses of maintain- 
ing the Insurance Department. The Demo- 
crats, however, have never conceded this in- 
terpretation. 

Rumors of a Deficit. 

During the months preceding the last gen- 
eral election it was the common asegertion of 
Democratic orators throughout the State that 


gn examination of the Auditor’s office would 


develop grave irregularities, and tonight the 
assertion is made that between the amounts 
collected in the Insurance Department an- 
nually and the amounts actually paid into the 
State Treasury there will be found unac- 
counted fur $16,000 to $18,000 per annum. 

The Democr immediately after the in- 
auguration of th® new State officers began an 
inquiry into the affairs of the Insurance De- 
partment of the Auditor’s office, as well as 
the other departments otf the State-House. 
About a week ago Auditor David 
Gore discovered that the books showing 
the expenditures of the Insurance Department 
for as far back as 1876 were missing. Not 
until today, when Attorney-General Moloney 

repared the official documents to be served

PROPOSED BUILDING AND LOAN LAW. 


Expenses of Associations Limited to 1 Per 
Cent of Their Capital Stock. 

SPRINGFIBLD, II1., Jan. 19.—[{Special. ]—Rep- 
resentative O'Connell today introduced the 
bill to regulate build:ng, loan, and homestead 
associations prepared by the National League 
of Building and Loan Associations at its re- 
cent convention at Bloomington. The bill 
provides that: 


_ Five or more persons may incorporate a build- 
ing and loan association, but a company or sub- 
scription list, charter and by-laws. and names 
of directors elected shall be subsequently filed 
with the Secretary of State. The corporations 
when formed shall be bodies corporate and pol- 
itic for per peeee and periods for which they 
are organized; may sue and be sued: may have a 
common seal which they may alter or renew at 
pleasure; may purchase at Sheriff's or other ju- 
dicial sale, or‘at any sale. public or private, any 
real estate upon which such association may have 
or hold mortgage, lien, or incumbrance, or in 
which said association may have an interest, and 
may sell, confer, lease, or mortgage at pleasure 
the real estate so purchased to any person or per- 
sons whomsoever. 

At no time shall morethan one-half of the 
funds of the treasury of the corporation be ap- 
plicable to the payment of demands of withdraw- 
ing stockholders without the consent of the 
Board of Directors, and no stockholder stall be 
entitled to withdraw whose stock is held in 
ote for security. Upon the death of a stock- 

older his or her legal representatives may with- 
draw upon the same terms as a living member. 
No fines shall be charged to a deceased member's 
stock from and after his or her death unless tne 
legal representative of such decedent assume the 
future payment of the dues onthestock. No 
corporation or association shall cease or expire 
from neglect on the part of the corporation to 
elect officers at the time mentioned in their char- 
ter and by-laws, and all officers elected by such 
corporation shall hold their offices until their 
successors are duly elected and qualified. 

Detailed regulations are made for reports and 
statements to the Auditor of Public Accounts and 
no foreign building and loan association gail do 
business in the State unless it has non-ne&étiable 
first mortgage securities of the bona tide value of 
$25,000, the ownership of which amount of said 
securities by such foreign association shall be 
authenticated by evidence satisfactory to the 
Auditor of Public Accounts in this State.

pense of conducting its business any portion of 
its receipts, except admission and transfer fees 
and such amount as may be provided in its by- 
laws, not to exceed 1 per cent per annum of the 
par value of each share of its capital stock on

A bill infgoduced by Representative Brandt, 
for the regulation. of mercantile agencies, 
makes it unlawful for any party or firm to re- 
port on the financial condition of any other 
firm until the provisions of the billin regard 
to license have been complied with, and sub- 
jecting such offender to a fine of not less than 
$1,000 nor more than $5,000. The bill reads: 


Before any person, firm, association, or corpo- 
ration shall make any report whatever as to the 
character or financial standing or condition of 
any person, firm, association, or corporation do- 
ing business in the State of Tlinois to any other 
person, firm, association. or corporation. such 
person, firm, association, or corporation shall 
make application to the Secretary of State fora 
license to do business in the State of Lllinois, ac- 
companied by a statement under oath of the 
principal officers or managers of the business 
showing the name or style under which the busi- 
ness is to be transacted and known and the name 
and domicile of each individual having a mone- 
tary interest therein. 

Representative Ellsworth introduced a bill 
which provides that all persons who shall 
mnake affidavit that they use only wagons or 
trucks on the public highways of this State 
with rims not less than three inches in width 
for hauling loads not exceeding 800 pounds in 
weight for the yearending July 1, 1894, and 
each succeeding year shall receive a rebate of 
one-fourth of their assessed highway tax for 
each succeeding year. 

Mr. Berry presented a bill seeking to es- 
tablisn maximum rates of fare to be charged 
on horse, cable, electric, and dummy railways. 
It provides that it shall be unlawful for any 
person operating such railway to 
charge more than tive cents for 
any passenger over 6 years of age for 
one.continuous ride from one end of the line 
-to the other, and that a person who is unable 
to secure a seat shall not be compelled to pay 
more than 3 cents. The penalty for violating 
the provisions of this act is a fine of not less 
than $200 nor more than $500 tor each offense, 
and the State’s-Attorney shall prosecute such 
cases.

SPRINGFIELD, I[II., Jan. 19.—[ Special. ]—Rep- 
resentative Erickson introduced a bill in the 
House today which will attract the attention 
of sporting circles, He wants to abolish and 
prohibit pool-selling in all its forms at all 
times and places. The bill provides: 


Any person. who keeps any room, shed, tene- 
ment, tent, booth, or building, or any part thereof, 
or who occupies any place upon any public or pri- 
vate grounds within the State with any book, in- 
strument. or device for the purpose of recording 
or registering bets or wagers, or of selling pools, 
or any person who records or registers bets or 
wagers or sélls pobls upon the result pf any trial 
or contest of skill, speed, or power of endurance 
of man or beast, or upon the result of any polit- 
ical nomination, appointment, or election, or 
being the owner, lessee, or occupant of any room, 
shed, tenement, tent, booth, or building, or part 
thereof knowingly permits the same to be used 
or occupied for any of these purposes, or therein 
keeps, exhibits, or @mploys any device or ap- 
paratus for the purpose of recording or register- 
ing such bets or wagers, or selling of such pools, 
or becomes the custodian or depositary for hire 
or privileges of any money, property, or thing of 
value staked, wagered, or pledged upon any such 
result shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
County Jailfor a period not longer than one 
year or by a fine not exceeding $2,000, or both. 

All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed.

FOR CUSTODY OF THE LINCOLN HOME, 


There Are Five Candidates, but Capt. Old- 
royd Likely Will Remain in Charge. 

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—An 
ainusing and interesting row is going on over 
the custodianship of the Lincoln Home, Capt. 
Oldroyd lived in the building for a number of 
years and has madea valuable collection of 
books, .pamphlets, and other mementos of 
Mr. Lincoln. Everything in the house is his 
individual property. Some years ago Robert 
T. Lincoln gave the house to the State and 
Capt. Oldroyd was made its custodian at a 
small salary. His collection is on exhibition 
at all‘reasonable hours, and a great many vis- 
itors from all over the world have availed 
themselves of the opportunity to visit the 
house and inspect its contents. Nobody ever 
supposed that Oldroyd’s tenure of office would 
be questioned, because everybody knew if a 
change was made he would remove his collec- 
tion and there would be nothing to see but the 
house itself, 

A. S. Edwards, who is a grandson of Ninian 
Edwards, and a relative of Robert T. Lincoln, 
would like to be made custodian of the Lin- 
colin Home. By reason of his family connec- 
tion he has the control of a good many me- 
mentos§ of Mr. Lincoin, and could unques- 
tionably make a good showing. Herman Hof- 
ferkamp of Springfield and half a dozen oth- 
ers are after the place, tow. The five State 
officers are by law made the Board of Control 
and have the disposition’of the place. It 
would be easy enough to settle the question as 
between Oldroyd, Edwards, and Hofferkamp, 
but the candidacy of two women compli- 
cates the situation. One is Mrs. John Nafew 
of Springfield, the wife of the old-time chief 
clerk of the St. Nichdlas Hotel. The other is 
Mrs. Orlando B. Ficklin of Charleston, the 
widow of O, B. Ficklin, the old-time lawyer 
and friend of Mr. Lincoln, 

Mrs. Nafew had ori 
port from Auditer Gere ’ 
of Public Instruction. Mrs. Ficklin is a sister 
of Senator Colquitt of Georgia. A week or so 
ago some folks began saying that Mrs. Ficklin 
during the war was strongly imbued with the 
rebel idea. A local paper printed a letter on 
the question, and this precipitated about as 
interesting a little squabble as the State Capi- 
tal ever knew. Mrs. Ficklin says she never 
was a Southern sympathizer and the charge 
made Mr. Raab so angry that he has intimat- 
ed he will go over to Mrs. Ficklin’s support. 
In the meantime Oldroyd hoids the fort and 
will probably do so for some years to come,

TWO ARE CONFIRMED. 


KIRK AND GOUDY LINCOLN PARK 
OOMMISSIONERS, 


Senate Rejects Stockton, Strassheim, and 
May—Railroad, Penitentiary, and Canal 
Commissioners Appointed by Altgeld 
Go Through—Probable West Park Com- 
missioners—Changes at Charitable In- 
stitutions as Slated—Some Trustees De- 
cline the Invitation to Resign. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan, 19.—( Special. }— 
When the Senate went into executive session 
this morning the Democrats did as Gov. Alt- 
geld had requested. The intention had been 
to take action only on G@yv. Altgeld’s nomina- 
tions, but Senator Berry demanded that the 
long list of unconfirmed appointments of Gov. 
Fifer should be first considered. On motion 
of Senator Higbee action was suspended on 
all these nominations except those of the Lin- 
coln Park Commissioners. 

©’ Malley of Cook then moved to proceed to 
the confirmation of W. C. Goudy (Dem.) and 
Charles S, Kirk (Rep.) as Lincoln Park Com. 
missioners, but Salomon objected to confirm- 
ing both at once, and separate roll. 
calls were taken, Goudy was uonan- 
imously confirmed, and Salomon then 
moved to substitute Gen. Stockton 
(Rep. ) for Charles S, Kirk. Mhe motion was 
ruled out of order, and on the roll-call Kirk 
was confirmed—49 yeas to 1 nay—Salomon’s 
being the only negative vote. The nomina- 
tions of Joseph Stockton, S. N. May, and 
Christopher Strassheim as Lincoln Park 
Com missioners were rejected by a strict party 
vote except that Salomon (Dem,) votea for 
Stockton. The notaries public nominated by 
Fifer, several in number, were taken up and 
contirmed without opposition. 

Gahan, Lape, and Cantrell, the new Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners, were 
then confirmed, and so were the new Com- 
Ynissioners of the Southern Penitentiary at 
Chester and the Illinois State Penitentiary. 
The executive session rose and in a minute 
more @ message was received announcing the 
appointment of W. A. 8S. Graham, James 
Walsh, and Alt, Gerdes as Canal Commission- 
ers. Mr. Graham was there in anticipation of 
the event which was about to occur, and he 
had told some of the brethren not to make 
any haste for an adjournment becfuse the 
Canal Board would come in. The Senate 
went into executive session again and, under 
suspension of the rules, contirmed the Canal 
Com missioners. 

[The rejection of the name of Gen. Joseph E, 
Stockton caused some surprise and much disap- 
polntment among those who were acquainted with 
Gen. Stockton’s work in the office be has held so 
long. The reasons leading up to the rejection of 
Gen. Stockton, as given by a close friend of his, 
are as follows: 

‘Some two years ago the North Chicago Street 
railroad company wanted to build a car station 
and switches on Lincoln Park property. The 
plans were prepared and presented to the com- 
missioners. The commissioners, including Gen. 
Stockton, opposed the concession. The newspa- 

ers got an interview with Judge Jamieson, Mr, 

erkes’ attorney, saying the seheme was 

reposterous. Gen. Stockton was credited with 

aving played this game against the cable com- 
pany, and when the time came for the appoint- 
ment of Park Commissioners in 1891 an effort was 
made to leave him off the board. This created a 
row among North Side property-owners to such 
au extent that the influence of men 2,000 miles 
away from Springfield was brought to bear on 
Gov. Fifer to settle the difficulty. The straight 
ticket was for the appointment of 
Stockton, Worthy, and Leicht. A _ coterie 
of North Side politicians sought to change this 
by having Stockton, Worthy, ‘and Leicht re- 
moved and in their place substituting Jamieson, 
Strassheim, and Charies Kirk. The hot tight 
which ensued resulted in the appointment of Gen. 
Stockton and at the same time forged another 
link in the chain which has resulted in the 
refusal of the Senate to confirm Gov. 
Fifer’s appointment. H. N, May and Christo- 
pher Strassheim, while being rejected at 
the same time with Gen. Stockton. are not 
claimed tu have been particularly in the way of 
the power that worked the result. Gen. Stockton 
was the man whose scalp was wanted. When the 
State Senate convened the General's friends had 
secured the promise from both North Side Sena- 
tors that they would support him. Gov. Altgeld 
was also said to be favorable tothe General. All 
went well until E. Furthmana appeared at Spring- 
fieid and, it is claimed, began lobbying against 
the corGrmaticn by the Senate,”’

ALTGELP INSISTS ON PEACE, 


Disappointed Democratic Senators Do Not 
Bolt, as Was Expected, 


Sprineviexp, IIl., Jan. 19.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Altgeld this morning sent his private secre- 
tary overto the hotels on a mission. Mr. 
Dose’s errand was equivalent to a command 
from his Excellency, addressed to Senators 
O’Conor, O’Maliey, Noonan, and others who 
were all ready to join the Republicans and 
smash the committees as arrar ged, to appear 
fofthwith at the mansion. The message was 
delivered, and about 9 the procession slipped 
over to the Governor’s house. Mr. .Altgeld 
was ready to receive the party, and, to make 
the story as brief as possible, he said it was 
impolitic and contrary to Democratic doc- 
trine for the faction to make the fight that 
had been announced as a certainty. 

Protests were made, but all to no purpose. 
The Senators said they had been snubbed and 
turned down. Gov. Altgeld consoled the 
brethren with the remark: “‘It was indeed a 
long lane that did not have an angle or turn.” 
One by one they melted. They stood before 
the grind dispenser of patronage, and they 
were well aware they could nut at this junct- 
ure afford to displease the Governor.

IDDIANA BREWERS TO FORM A TRUST. 


Plans Being Formed to Regulate the 
Hoosier Beer Business, 


Inpranapouis, Ind., Jan. 19.—The State 
Brewers’ Association is again in session here, 
F. W. Cook of Evansville, Albert Lieber of 
this city, Alvin Carl of Aurora, and Crawford 
Fairbanks of Terre Haute, together with sev- 
eral representing smaller concerns, being 
present, It is given out that the Indiana 
Brewers’ Trust is now nearly perfectly or- 
ganized. More than twenty out of the thirty- 
five brewers in the State have signed the 
articies of agreement. : 

It is proposed to place all the beer business 
in Indiana under the control of a Commis- 
sioner who will have authority to examine 
shipping bills, price lists, and in brief to regu- 
tate the sale of beer away from the place of 
production. Before this plan is_ per- 
fected an effort will be made to bring all 
the brewers in the State into the as- 
sociation. The association maintains 
uniform prices for beer, $7 a barrel, Some 
Cincinnati beer, said by the association mem- 
bers to be inferior, is sold at a slight cut from 
this rate. But the beer war in Indiana has 
practically ceased, and the association hopes 
through its organization to prevent any such 
cuts in prices as now prevail in St. Louis,

REGULATION OF ELECTION EXPENSES 


A Minnesota Legislator Wants the Use of 


Money Restricted. 
Sr. Paur, Minn., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—In 


the House today Elliot introduced a bill to 
prevent corrupt practices in elections. It pro- 
vides that a candidate for United States Sena- 
tor or Congressman shall not expend more 
than $500 in his campaign, candidates for the 
Legislature $150, county officers $200, and city 
and village officers $100. Expense lists are to 
be filed with the State Auditor.

cent of his salary or fees of his office to the 
campaign fund of his party.

The Grain and Warehouse committee of the 


House has decided to recommend Mr. Jacob- 
son’s bill, providing for the erection of ware- 


houses on the right of way of railroads and 
for condemnation proceedings in connection 
with securing sites, be passed with two amend- 
ments. Sec, 1 was amended so that all com- 
panies now operating in the State as well as 
those that may be formed hereafter shall 
come under the jurisdiction of the law. Sec. 
3 was amended by striking out the clause re- 
quirmg railroad companies to build side 
tracks when ordered by the Railroad Com- 
mission between stations that are twelve or 
more miles apart. 

In the Senate today Mr. Crandall introduced 
a resolution reciting that the report of the 
State Treasurer showed that some railroad 
companies had paid atax of 1 per cent -on 
their gross earnings, others 2 per cent, and 
still others 3 per cent, and asking the Treas- 
urer for information in the premises, and 
whether any legislation could equalize the 
payment of taxes.

BLOW AT THE ROBY TRACK. 


Bill in the Indiana Legislature to Prohibit 
Winter Racing. 


InpranApouis, Ind., Jan. 19.—[ Special. ]— 
There will be an attempt this week in the 
Legislature to strike ablow at the Roby race 
track, Representative Barnes will introduce 
a bill prohibiting horse racing ix the State 
during the months of December, January, 
February, and March of each year. The bill 
provides that any one who violates the law 
shall be fined not less than $100 nor more 
than $500, to which may be added imprison- 
mentin the county jail for twelve months. 
The bill also provides that any owner of a 
race track who allows his tracks to be used 
for the trial of speed horses or mares for 
a period of more than sixty days dur- 
ing the months of April, May, June, 
July, August, September, November, and Octo- 
ber in each year before any public assem- 
blage shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and fined not less than $100 uor more 
than $500, to which may be ‘added imprison- 
ment for twelve months. 

Representative Magenity’s bill to make 
prize fighting a felony and fixing the punish- 
ment for principals at $10,000 fine and ten 
years in the penitentiary was referred to the 
Committee on Judiciary, where, it is said, the 
penalty will becut down and some objectionable 
features eliminated, The bill also prohibits the 
attendance at prize fights and makes it a mis- 
demeanor for editors or reporters to attend 
fights orto print accounts of fighta. The 
penalty for printing an account of a fight is a 
$5,000 fine. f 

After hearing arguments from both $aloon- 
keepers’ and druggists’ committees the Tem- 
perance committee in the House today re- 

orted in favor of the bill proposed by the 

iquor men amending the State law so that 
druggists, barrel-house keepers, and houses 
of bad repute shall be compelled to pay city 
and county licenses in addition to government 
license to sell liquor, The report was adopted 
and will no doubt become a law. This will 
make the license fee $375 instead of $250. 

Representative Deery’s bill regulating con- 
vict labor did not contain any clause propos- 
ing to use such labor for making country 
roads and it was sent to the House Committee 
on Labor for further amendment. The biil 
contains some interesting statistics which the 
author puts forward in support of his proposal 
that convict labor shall not be let for less than 
the regulation price of day labor. The report 
shows that the State of Indiana re- 
ceives for convict labor in the northern 
prison an average of 53 cents per day, and in 
the southern prison an average of 493¢ cents 
perday.

Bill to Repeal the Electoral Act Passed by 
the Michigan Senate. 

LansinG, Mich., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Miner Electoral law is half dead, and the proc- 
ess of dissolution will be practically com- 
plete tomorrow. This afternoon the majority 
of the Senate Committee on Judiciary made a 
favorable report on a manuscript bill to re- 
peal the obnoxious statute, and, notwithstand- 
ing the strenuous protests of the Democrats, 
the report was adopted.

FOR SHERMAN LAW REPEAL, 


Wisconsin’s Lower House Denounces the 
Silver-Purchase Act—Other Bills. 

Mapison, Wis., Jan. 19.—[Special.]|—The 
Senatorial contest so completely absorbed 
the attention of members today that very little 
attention was given to legislative business. 
But both branches met this morning and re- 
mained in session only about an hour. Half 
a dozen joint resolutions were concurred in 
and a few bills introduced. In the lower 
House Assemblyman Lee’s resolution asking 
Congress to repeal the Sherman silver law 
was the subject of a short and a lively party 
debate precipitated by a motion of one of the 
Republican members to strike out the 
preamble which viciously denounces and 
unqualifiedly condemns the law. While 
it may not be exactly what the country wants 
now, said the Republican speakers, it served 
its purpose well and is entitled to respectful 
consideration, But the Democratic members 
conid not be made to look at. the matter 
through Republican glasses, and the motion 
was defeated on a strict party vote, 53 against 
and 43 for, and the resolution will be for- 
warded to the Senators and Representatives 
in Congress as it stands. 

A bill was introduced to repeal the law in 
this State under which every householder is 
entitled to $200 worth of property exempt 
from seizure from debt. In the Upper House 
Senator Spensley introduced quite an impor- 
tant bil) regulating the drawing of jurors in 
criminal cases, the penalty for which on con. 
viction means life sentence in the peniten- 
tiary. Under the present statute every de- 
fendant has twenty-four challenges, against 
six for the State; consequently, when there 
are several defendants, a- was the case in 
Lafayette County recently when seven lynchers 
were tried, it is almost impossible to secure a 
jnry. This bill proposes a limit of thirty-six 
challenges fortwo defendants and forty-eight 
for three or more, and gives the State half as 


many. 

A bill was also intreduced to reénact the co- 
employé law, repealed several years ago, giv- 
ing employés of railroad corporations the 
power to collect damages from the company 
for injuries received from any other employé 
of the same company. 


AGAINST PASSES FOR SOLONS, 


An Effort from a Populist to Have Legis- 
lators Pay Their Way. 

Pierre, S. Dak., Jan. 19.—| Special. }—Sen- 
tor Crawford, an Independent, introduced a 
joint resolution some days ago requesting the 
Attorney-General to institute proceedings 
against railroad companies under a ‘clause 
in the State Constitution prohibiting any per- 
sons or corporations from. offering bribes, 
the object being to prevent the givmg of 
passes to members of the Legislature.and 
other officials. This resolution came before 
the Senate for consideration today and created 
an exciting debate, but resulted in the resolu- 
tion bemg tabled. It is evident that some 
restrictive railroad legislation will be 
enacted and the Railroad Commission- 
ers will be given additional power.

GATHER AT FREMONT. 


THOUSANDS OF ADMIRERS WILL AT- 
TEND THE FUNERAL OF HAYES. 


Arrangements Made by His Fellow-Towns- 
men to Care for the Crowds—Churches 
gand Halls Will Be Open and Warmed So 
That None May Suffer—The Parade of 
Military and Civic Bodies—Simple Cere- 
monies at the Church and at the Grave 
—Notable Persons Who Will Be Present. 


Fremont, O., Jan. 19. —|Special.]|—Owing 
to the short time given the committee and per- 
sons to whom has been given charge of the 
Hayes funeral arrangements, details are still 
incomplete and in fact some will not be con- 
cluded until tomorrow morning. The citizens 
have been hastening all day long and aiding 
in doing all possible to see that many 
distinguished guests, national and State of- 
ficials, and all visitors will find comfortable 
accommodations. Mayor Redfield has orderea 
the Commissioner to clear Birchard avenue 
from Main street to Buckland avenue, and 
Buckland avenue from Birchard to the ceme- 
tery. The snow will be scraped to a width of 
twenty feet and good walking and driving 
furnished. The ground of Spiegel Grove will 
also be cledred of snow. Special police will be 
sworn to prevent accidents and collision. 
Schools will be closed all day to-morrow. 

The central buildings will be well warmed 
and thrown open to all who wish to make use 
of them before, during, and after the funeral 
exercises. The Elks will throw open their 
hall for the convenience of all strangers who 
visit the city. The rooms of the Union club, 
Odd-Fellows, and Masonic organizations and 
others will be warmed and will be made pleas- 
ant for the reception and comfort of all who 
wish to see them. Visiting members of the 
G. A. R. will use the rooms of the Manville 
Moore Post. 

Solemn but simple will be the funeral serv- 
ice which will be conducted at the home to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 o’clock. The Rev. J. 
L. Albritton of the M. E. church of the city 
will read the psalm, and favorite songs will be 
rendered. The Rev. Dr. W. Bashford of Del- 
aware, 0., will deliver the prayer, and as ar- 
ranged at present there will be no regular 
sermon. The exercises will in many respects 
by the same as at the services cf Mrs. Hayes. 
Prof. Alfred Arthur of the Cleveland Con- 
servatory of Music and amember of Gen. 
Hayes’ regiment, and Mrs. F. S. Dorr of this 
city will h .ve charge of the singing. 

With Grand Army Rites. 


The services at the grave will pe conducted 
under* the auspices of the G.A.R. The 
funeral procession will be under the direct 
command of Col Corbin, Assistant Adju- 
tant General of the U. S. A., and Col H. 5S. 
Buckland of this city will probably act as his 
aid. The exact manner in which the proces- 
sion will form is as yet not known, 
but Col. Buckland expects that it will be as 
follows: Music, escort, clergy, hearse and 
pallbearers, fawnily, members of command, 
other officers and enlisted men, distinguished 
guests, delegations frcm other points, societies 
and conveyances. 

Among the distinguished persons present 
will be President-elect Grover Cleveland, who 
willarrive at 8:45 a. m.; Secretaries Charles 
Foster, Rusk, Noble, and Wanamaker, who 
will represent President Harrison, army and 
navy officials, Gov. McKinley and staff, both 
branches of the Ohio Legislature, Cleveland 
city officials, also others from Toledo, San- 
dusky, and many other points, 

Of the military the Sixteenth Regiment, 
under command of Gen. Bunker, will be here. 
This includes ten companies and band, and in 
all about 500 men, A troop of cavalry from 
Cleveland and a battalion of artillery will be 
sent here by the State. 

The Body Lies in State. 


Tonight the body of the late Gen, K. B. 
Hay?s lie in state int Hayes mansion to 
give the citizens an opportunity to view the 
remains. This announcement was made late 
this afternoon and many citizens have taken 
the opportunity to pay their last respect. 
There was a constant stream of people from 
7tol0 and manya person as he stood by 
the casket for a moment shed a tear as a last 
tribute for him whom they loved and hon- 
ored. The remains lie in the bedroom on the 
first floor and rest on a bier draped in black. 
People entered the large hall. passed. to the 
bedroom, then out by going through the par- 
lor and hall to the entrance. 

The face of the ex-President wears a peace- 
ful expression as ifin a quiet sleep and ap- 
parently there has been no change whatever 
except that there is the deathly paleness. A 
friend stood near the casket and remarked 
before had any one entered 
without a pleasant word 
from the General. The dead General is 
dressed in a full dress suit of black broad- 
cloth and wears a standing collar and black 
bow tie. On the lapels of the coat dre the 
Grand Army of the Repubhe and Loyal 
Legion buttons. His mght arm rests on his 
breast and the left by the side. 

Several of the trains bringing people to Fre- 
mont are delayed. The Washington train is 
reported several hours late. President-elect 
Cleveland will! arrive tomorrow morning at 9 
o’clock and will be the guest of 
Col, H. S. Birchard, who has 
in charge the arrangements for tomorrow. 
The coming of Mr. Cleveland has occasioned 
wide and pleasant comment and is a great 
gratification to the family and friends of the 
illustrious citizen. It is regarded as a most 
delicate and dignified tribute. 

The attendance tomorrow will undoubtedly 
be great. Fully 10,000 guests are expected to 
bein attendance. Special trains willrun from 
allof the large cities of this part of Ohio. 
The business of this city is almost at a 
standstill, many of tne business houses 
being closed. The Sandusky County bar held 
a meeting this morning and passed suitable 
resolutions of respect. The Committee of 
Entertainments selected at the citizens’ 
meeting last night also held ai  meet- 
ing and made arrangements this 
morning to furnish good warm meals im the 
church parlors of the Methodist and Presby- 
terian churches. The Committee on Resolu- 
tions adopted suitable resolutions at the meet- 
ing this morning.

PROCLAMATION BY GOV. M’KINLEY. 


He Calls Attention to the Life and Services 
of the Ex-Presideut. 

Cotvmsus, O., Jan. 19.—Gov. McKinley to- 
day issued the following proclamation: 
To the People of Ohio: It is my sorrowfai dut 
anvuounce to the people of the State the dea 
of one of its most honored citizens, Rutherford 
B, tlayes, which occurred the night of the 17th 
inst. at his home, Fremont. ©. It is fitting that 
the people of Ohio, whom he served te 
long and faithfully, should take special 
note of the going out of this great e, 
and make manifest the affectionate regard 
in which he was held by them. His private life 
was conspicuous for its purity, gentleness, and 
benevolence. His public services were long and 
singularly distinguished, his youth be held 
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He was a the first 6f Obio’s sons to offer 
his services to the cause of the Union in the late 
war. in battie he was brave, and wounds be re- 
ceived in defending his country’s flag were. silent 
but eloquent testimonials to his try. and 

atriotism, sacrifice. From Major of the 
enty-third Ohio Infantry he the high 
rank of a Major-General teers, command- 
ing a division, beloved by his comrades and re- 
spected by all. e in fieid he was elected 
to the National House of Representatives, but his 
sense of duty impelled him to decline to serve in 
Congrees while the country was imperiled. Sub- 
> he performed honorable service in that 
y. For two successive terms he wat elected 
Governor of Ohio, a period of retire- 
ment he was again chosen the Chief Executive 
of his State. Then the nation called him to the 
Presidency, and he formed the duties of that 
high office with dignity, faithfulness, and ability. 

From the completion his term as President 
of the United States until his death he was the 
exemplification of the noblest qualities of Amer- 
ican citizenship in its private capacity: modest 
and unassuming and yet a ted. ever 
striving for the well-being the people, the re- 
lief of distress, the reformation of abuses, and the 
practical education of the masses of his country- 
men. We are made better by such a life. Its se- 
rious contemplation will be helpful to all. We 
add to our own honor by doing honor to the 
memory of Rutherford B. aye. 

I therefore, as Governor of the State of Ohio 
recommend that flags on all public buildings and 
school-houses be put at half-staff from now until 
after the funeral of Rutherford B. Hayes, and 
that upon the first opportunity after the funeral 
the people assemble at their respective places of 
divine worship and hold memorial services. And 
as a mark of respect I do order that on the day of 
the funeral, the 20th inst., the Execntive office bo 
closed. 

The joint legislative committee appointed 
to prepare resolutions on the death of ex- 
President Hayes this afternoon completed its 
work and at the reconvening of the House and 
Senate the resolutions were presented and 
immediately adopted, and adjournment was 
taken to4 o’clock Monday. ‘The resolutions 
close with this sentiment, after praise of his 
achievements: 

In public as well as in private life he was never 
in masquerade, never in disguise, but ever as you 
saw him, not seeking from others, but sought out 
by men to fill with becoming modesty and the 
bighest efficiency the most exalted places in the 
gi t of a mighty nation, which today presents the 

rightest picture of what a_ republican 
form of government with Christian civiliza- 
tion-can do for a people with such a man as he to 
preside over its destinies. Having justified the 
trust reposed in him by the American people, he 
returned to private life the humble, un- 
assuming citizen, seeking not the applause of 
men, but desiring only to do good. in his death 
the Nation loses one of its ablest counsel- 
ors, his comrades in the army one of their most 
ardent and devoted supporters, and education 
and philanthropy a thorough, devoted, and able 
champion. To the generations that are onnens 
he will be a grand type of American manhood, 
and his name a synonym of patiotism and honor. 

The State University students appointed 
eighteen of their number to attend the funeral 
of ex-President Hayes. A committee of which 
a lady, Miss Moorehart, was made Chairman, 
was appointed on resolutions. Lieut. Wilson, 
U. S. A., in charge of the military 
instruction, after a competitive drill selected 
a picked company to attend the funeral in 
military costume. Gov. McKinley issued a 
special proclamation, requesting that the flags 
on all school-houses in the State be placed at 
half staff, and that the people at their earliest 
convenience arrange for holding memorial 
exercises in their several churches. 


NO FORMAL ACTION IS TAKEN, 


Both Houses of Congress Slight the Mem- 
ory of the Ex-President, 


Wasuinaton, D, C., Jan. 19.—[Special. ]— 
The omission of both Houses of Congress to 
appoint committees to attend the funeral of 
an ex-President of the United States or to 
make some appropriate formal expression on 
the subject of Mr. Hayes’ death is an innova- 
tion of precedents. Unly six ex-Presidents 
have died while Congress was in session— 
namely: Washington, Madison, John Quincy 
Adams, Fillmore, Buchanan, and Hayes. For 
present purposes Adams’ name should be 
vmitted, because he was a member of the 
House of Representatives at the time of his 
decease, and he was appropriately honored by 
Congress as a member of the National Legis- 


lature. . 

On the death of Washington joint resolu- 
tions were adopted expressing the deep sor- 
row of the country, and appointing com- 
mittees to arrange funeral services. Madi- 
son’s death occurred at Montpelier, Va., 
nearly 200 miles from Washington. President 
Jackson did not hear of it until the second 
day afterward, when he sent the announce- 
ment tu Congress in an appropriate letter. A 
joint committee reported suitable resolutions, 
and recommended that the people of the 
United States, together with ail members of 
Congress and their officers, wear crape on the 
left arm as mourning during thirty days. 
Buchanan died in 1868 Mr. Woodward of 
Pennsylvania offered in the House of Repf- 
sentatives these resolutions: 

1. That whatever diversities of opinion may 

revail in respect of the administration of Mr. 

uchanan as President of the United States, the 
members of this House can cordially unite in 
honoring the purity of his private character, the 
ability and patriotic motives which illuminated 
his long career of public service, and the dignity 
which marked the retirement of the latter years 
of his life. a 

2% That as a token of*honor to the many virt- 
ues, public and private, of the illustrious sage 
and statesman whose death, in the ripeness of 
his age, has arrested the attention of the Nation. 
the Speaker of the House is requested and 
authorized to appoint a committee of seven 
members to attend the funeral of Mr. Buchanan 
on behalf of the Hotse, and to communicate a 
copy of these resolutions to the relatives of the 
deceased, 

On motion of Gen, Farnsworth these 
resolutions were laid on the table by a vote 
of 74 to 46. Later in the same day, how- 
ever, on motionY of James G. Blaine, this 
vote was reconsidered, and he offered and the 
House adopted this substitute for Mr. Wood- 
ward’s resolution:

TO HONOR HAYES’ MEMORY, 


Orders Issued from Both Army and Navy 
Headquarters—To Attend the Funeral. 
Wasuineroy, D. C., Jan. 19.—In general 

orders issued today announcing the death of 

ex-President Hayes Maj.-Gen. Schofield di- 


rects that: 

On the day of the funeral at each military post 
the troops and cadets be paraded and this order 
read to them, -after which ail labors will cease. 
The national flag will be displayed at half-mast. 
At dawn of day thirteen guns will be fired and 
afterward, at intervals of thirty minutes between 
the rising and setting of the sun, a single gun 
and at the close of the daya national salute of 
forty-four guns. 

The officers will wear crape on _ the left 
arm and on their swords and the colors of the 
battalion of engineers of the several regiments 
and the United States corps of cadets will be put 
in mourning for a period of six months. 

By direction of the Secretary of War the follow- 
ing officers are detailed to repair to Fremont, O., 
and attend the funeral: Brig.-Gen. Joseph C. 
Breckinridge, Inspector-General; Col. George D. 
Buggies, Assistant Adjutant-General; Lieut.-Col, 
Marshall I. Ludington, Deputy Quartermaster- 
General; Lieut.-Col. H. C. Corbin, Assistant 
Adjutant-General; Capt. Tasker H. Bliss, A. D. 
C. to the Major-Gieneral eommanding the army. 

Acting Secretary Soley of the Navy Depart- 
ment today issued a general order to the navy 
in reference to the death of Mr. Hayes. The 
order directs that on the day of the funeral, 
where this order may be received in time, 
otherwise on the day after its receipt, the 
ensign at each naval station and of each of 
the vessels of the United States navy in com- 
mission be hoisted at half mast from sunrise 


to sunset, and at each naval station and on 


vessels singly 
a gun be fired at intervals of every half hour 
from sunrise to sunset. The officers of the 
navy and marine corps will wear the usual 
badge of mourning attached to the sword hilt 
and on the left arm for a period of thirty

iis in accord with the wishes of the family 
that the usuai military honors be omitted at 
the funeral. The military escort for an ex- 
President includes nearly the entire strength 
of the army, so 1ts omission on this occasion 
means a great deal. 

The following orders have been issued by 
Gen. S. S. Yoder, Commander-in-Chiet of 
the Union Veterans’ Union, after reciting sor- 
row at the news of the ex-President’s death: 

It is ordered, because of the distinguished 
services of this eminent comrade to his country, 
that each department headquarters and precinct 
command, Union Veterans’ Union, place a be- 
coming evidence of mourning in their respective 
halls for thirty days. 

It is ordered that each command take such 
steps as it may deem appropriate to hold at'an 
early date memorial services expressive of our 
esteem and love for our late comrade. 

Secretary Charles Foster, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wanamaker, and Secretaries* Noble and 
Rusk left here at 11:30 0’clock this morning 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad for Free- 
mont, to attend the funeral of ex-President 
Hayes as the special representatives of Presi- 
dent Harrison. They were accompanied by 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General Rath- 
bone, representing the Ohio Republican Asso- 
ciation of this city. With the exception of 
on pa ype ay Haynes the Ohio delegation 
will not attend thefuneral. Senator Sherman 
found that his presence was needed in Wash- 
ington, and Representative Enochs, who was 
in Gen. Hayes’ brigade during the war and 
would have attended the funeral, is not in 
good health. 

The White House and all the executive de- 
partments were draped in mourning to-day, 
and will wear their sable emblems of sorrow 
for a period of thirty days. All the depart- 
ments will be closed to-merrow. Secretary 
Foster of the Treasury Department to-day 
issued an order closing all the subtreasuries 
and customs offices throughout the United 
States Friday, Jan. 20, the day of the 
funeral of the ex-President. 

At the time of his death Mr. Hayes was 
President of the Society of the Army of West 
Virginia, having succeeded Gen. Crook. He 
was a walking encyclopedia of war history, 
and frequent requests were wade of him to 
write a history of his services, which would 


have really been almost a history of the Army 


of West Virginia.

IN HONOR OF ITS COMMANDER, 


Memorial Adopted by the Loyal Legion on 
the Death of Maj.-Gen, R, B, Hayes. 

The Loyal Legion met yesterday and adopt- 
ed a memorial on the death of Maj.-Gen.. R. 
B. Hayes, Com mander-in-Chief vf the order. 
As companions of that order and a part of the 
survivors of those who fought to maintain the 
integrity of the Union, Joseph B. Leake, John 
E. Smith, Arthur C. Ducat, and John Mason 
Loomis, a committee appointed by the local 
lodge, drew up resolutions expressing deep 
sorrow ‘‘at the loss of our honored and be- 
loved commander; appreciation of his per- 
sohal bravery as a soldier and his eminen*+ 
skill and dauntless courage as a commander 
of men on fields of battle. He possessed ele- 
ments of character which, if they did not ex- 
cite a wild enthusiasm, certainly did attract 
and retain the esteem and absolute confidence 
of those placed under his command. Hé not 
only shared with them all the hardships and 
dangers of a soldier’s life, but he was as ready 
as any of them to die, if need be, that the gov- 
et ot a free and united people might 

ive.”’ 

After reciting his gradual promotions from 
the time he entered the military service of the 
United States as Major of the Twenty-third 
Ohio Volunteer infantry until he was com- 
missioned brevet Major-General of United 
States Volunteers, the memorial speaks in 
eulogistic terms of the manner in which he 
discharged the dangerous and responsible 
duties encountered on the field, saying “ he 
fought a good fight and was without fear or 
reproach.”’ 

Of his distinguished services in the civil 
branch of the government the memorial 
speaks of the high reputation he enjoyed in 
his profession as alawyer in Cincinnati, and 
his subsequent career as a member of Con- 
gress from Ohio, to which he was three times 
elected, after which he became Governor of 
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States, all resting upon a private life so pure 
and without blemish that hostile criticism 
found no place for lodgment.

New York, Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The pros- 
ecuting committee in the case of the Presby- 
terian Church against the Rev. Dr. Charles A, 
Briggs has tiled a notice of appeal from the 
decision of the presbytery acquittmg Dr. 


on appeal constitute a fair-sized pamphlet, in 
which the history of the case is reviewed at 
length. In case the General Assembly shall 
favorably consider the grounds of the appeal 
it will appoint a commission to try the issues 
and report its tindings back to the general 
body. This new trial will finally end the case 
unless Dr. Briggs’ adherents elect to take 
their grievances to the civil courts, 

The committee, 1n giving its reasons for car- 
rying the case at once to the General Assem- 
bly, says that it believes that the trial of Dr. 
Briggs is one of the most important in the 
history of the Presbyterian Church by reason 
of the dangerous errors alleged to be con- 
tained in his address at his inauguration as 
Professor of Biblical Theology in the Union 
Theological Seminary, delivered Jan, 20, 1891. 
It believes that the distinct and definite con- 
demnation of those alleged errors by the su- 
preme judiciary of the Presbyterian Church 
is necessary in orderto prevent their spread 
and influence in the denomination. 

The committee adds that if the action of the 
com mittee in taking this appeal does not com- 
mend itself to the court of last resort jit need 
not be entertained and the appeal can be dis- 
missed without prejudice to any interest.

‘TWO NEW CHURCHES, 


OATHOLIO PARISHES IN THE OITY, 


One Is to Be for the Use of the 2,000 Col-' 
ored Worshipers Who Now Hold Serv- 
ices in the Basement of St, Mary’s— 
Fund of $200,000 on Hand for the 
Other—Third Annual Reunion of the 
Converts of the Chicago Evangelization 
Society Held. 

Indicatiens are that Chicago will in the 
near future have two new Catholic churches. 
One is to be dedicated to the use of the 2,000 
negro people who, each Sunday, hold services 
in the basement of St. Mary’s Church at Eld- 
ridge court and Michigan avenue. Archbishop 
Feehan has reapportioned the parish of St. 
Bonifacius at Nobile and Cornell streeta. The 
latter congregation numbers over 6,000. The 
present structure which does duty as a place 
of worship is wholly inadequate to the 
comforts of the parishioners, and 


85 a result\the Archbishop has ordered 


that another be built at Chicago avenue and 
Carpenter street, where a site consisting of 
twenty lots has been purchased for $90,000. 
The new structure will be of black stone, 
romanesque in desiga,, and, as considerable 
ground is available, spaciousness will be a 
feature. Father Barzynski, who is pastor of 
the parish, stated yesterday that the fund 
which has beea collected to defray the ex- 
pense of the new church is now $200,000. 
Ground will be broken in March. 

Father Tolton, the only colored Catholic 
priest in the United States, when questioned 
in regard to his church for colored Catholics, 
said: “‘I have worked in the Catholic cause 
since 1889, and now celebrate mass for 2,000 
parishioners. Mrs. Patrick O’Neil heads the 
subscription list with $10,000. The fund has 
assumed considerable proportions, and we 
will be able to begin work in March.” 

Father Tolton was ordained priest by Pope 
Leo at Rome in 1884.. He was assigned to 
Baltimore. He was removed to Chi ago in 
1889. Father Tolton says the church will be 
finished and ready for dedication before the 
end of the summer. .

Evangelization Society Meets in Moody’s 
Church—Large Audience Present. 

The third annual reunion of converts of the 
Chicago Eyangelization Society was held in 
Moody’s Church, at Chicago and La Salle ave- 
nues, yesterday.

TRIAL OF JAMES DALTON FOR MURDER 


Charged with’ the Killing of Anton Foug- 
ner—What the Defense Claims,

pearance, instead of being in aid of the law 
and for the purpose of sustaining its dignity 
was rather due tothe malice of Fougner’ 
friends, who were determined to avenge his 
death by the bitterest persecution of Dalton, 

The motion was listened to by Judge Mc 
Connell, but was overruled at the close of the 
argument. The afternoon was consumed in 
the examination of jurors. A full panel was 
not secured. :, 

The Coroner’s jury at the time of the in- 
quest exonerated Dalton from ail blame for 
the killing and justified his action on the 
grounds of self-defense. 

Dalton and Fougner lived together in 
bachelors’ quarters at Rogers Park. The 
property which they had jointly purchased in 
time became valuable and Dalton sought to 
have the estate divided. Nov. 4, Fougner, it 
is claimed, broke into Dalton’s r 
through the rear, and, after abusing 
latter, struck him, it is claimed, on the face, 
During that night, it is claimed, he persisted 
in his attacks upon Dalton and his valet had 
to pull him from Dalton’s room, 

Fougner was admitted to bail in his own 
recognizance in the sum of $50, promising 
the justice that he would not again molest his 
partner. ; 

Accompanied bya servant he returned to 
his quarters at about 6 o’clock a. m., and soon 
thereafter they heard steps, which announced 
the prasence of Fougner. The quarrel was re- 
newed by the latter with greater vehemence, 
it is said. The defense claims that he drew a 
pistol and threatened to kill Dalton, who, 
afraid of his life, shot and killed Fougner,

The Rev. Henry G. Spaulding gave his sec- 
ond illustrated lecture on {taly in Central 
Music Hall lastevening. ‘The subject, ‘* Pom- 
peii, the Jewel-Box of Antiquity,”” was richly 
illustrated by a profusion of stereopticon 
views, many of them being painted reproduc- 
tions uf Roman frescoes, mosaics, anda other 
wotks of antique art. A brief sketch 
of Pompeii’s history and of its 
resurrection from its ashy grave was followed 
by an imaginary visit to one of the old Pom- 
peiian palaces.. The restoration of its richly- 
ornamented interior and the reproductions of 
domestic scenes were strikingly realistic. 
Then the audience took a walk among the 
ruins of Poinpeii. At every turn, however, 
the ruin was supplemented by a renovation 


so that Pompeii was seen not only as it is, 


but also as it was in the days before its de- 
struction. After this came a look at the 
everyday life and common_ occupations 
of the people—a glimpse of the Roman worid 
as it appeared centuries ago. The lecture 
closed with an account of ancient household 
art accompanied by views, many of them in 
their original colors.

He was the victim of 
a carefully laid aud reasonably well executed 
conspiracy which grew out of his connection 
with the Clan-na-Gael Society, a secret or- 
ganization composed of Irishmen.

Found Frozen in the Street. 

J. W. McLain, a Colorado stockman, was found 
lying unconscious in the roadway near the corner 
of O'Neill and Halsted streets shortly after 9 
o’clock yesterday morning by a policeman. The 
man was taken to the Cofiaty Hospital, where it 
was discovered that his hands, feet, and face were 
frozen. The attending physician pronounced his 
case serious. McLain arrived in this city a few 
days ago with four car-loads of cattle, which he 
disposed of last Tuesday.

From this time on until the conviction of 
Daniel Coughlin, Patrick O’Sullivan, and 
Martin Burke the public interest in the case 
was great. The Irish-American portion of the 
community was distinctly divided, one fac 
tion sympathizing with Dr. Cronin’s friends 
and the other portion sympathizing with the 
Coughlin side, or Camp 20 as it was called. 
The case attracted wide attention in this coun- 
try and in Europe. 

The friends of Cronin adhered to the theory 
that he was murdered from the start.

Recommendations in Warden Bortree’s 
First Annual Report. 
Game Warden Maurice R. Bortree of this 
city has prepared his first annual report to 
Gov, Altgeid. The report is as follows: 


In addition to the work of prosecuting offend- 
ers, | have also had cards and circulars printed 
containing the gamve laws of our State. These I 
have had distributed among sportsmen and game 
dealers in the northern part of the State. I have 
alsu hac the express companies issue notice to 
their agents not to accept and transport game in 
violation of the game laws. Nevertheless our 
markets are full of trapped quails from 
Kansas and other Vestern States; 
also large quantities of venison 
some of which is in condition not to be market- 
able. The wanton destruction and waste of game 
is evident to any one making a journey through 
our city and noticing the great quantities of 
game exposed everywhere. The game and birds of 
this State are sure to be exterminated unless 
vigorous measures are adopted soon, 

Our game lawshould be amended. There should 
be a Deputy Warden in every county of the State. 
The amount of time and labor necessary to give 
to this work should entitle each Warden to all 
the fines in cases successfully prosecuted by him. 
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Night Watchman Falls Through a Well 
Hole—Crushed by a Telegraph Pole. 


Hugh Clark, a night watchman on the new 
Athletic club building on Michigan avenue, 
was found dead there yesterday morning. The 
police took in custody Frank Mitchell of No, 
3904 State street, Pearce Kelly of No. 870 
Kedzie ayenue, and L. S. Hill of No. 62 West 
Madison street, all men who had been at work 
about the building during the night.

DR. COLLYER TO PREACH HERE SUNDAY. 


To Occupy His Former Pulpit in Unity 
Chureh—Dr. Briggs’ Case. 

The Rey. Dr. Robert Collyer, who founded 
the Unity Church m this city, will preach in 
his former pulpit Sunday morning, taking 
for his subject *t The Sunny Side of Old Age.”’ 
Dr. Collyer came to Chicago thirty-four years 
ago, and was in the pastorate of Bajty Church 
until 1879, when he was Called to the pastor- 
ate of the Church of the Messiah in New 
York, where he has achieved national fame 
as one of the leading divines an/’ pulvit ora- 
tors. 

‘*Il am always giad to visit Chicago,”’ said 
Dr. Collyer last night at the residence of his 
daughter, Mrs. Frank Hosmer, Ne. 483 Faller- 
ton avenue. “It renews old memories and 
brings me in touch with many who are 
dear to me—many closely identified 
with my early work in Unity Church, who 
during the intervening years have become 
tariving good folks, loved and reverenced for 
their strong Christian faith and innate good- 
ness of heart. Some have passed away, yet 
there are fawiliar figures of the old solid cen- 
tral body blending with the new faces, and the 
church is prosperous as ever. In fact, the 
Chicago churches are ali quite as prosperous 
as those in New York: and I notice moreinde- 
pendeut congregations here, which I attrib- 
ute to men like Dr. Swmg ana Dr. Thomas, 
who advocate a certain free spirit in their 
style of preaching. For some reason the lib- 
eral orthodox preachers in New York have 
pever been able to command as large audi- 
ences to hear them as these two gentlemen 
gather here. 

** The vindication of Dr. Briggs has made a 
remarkable impression upon the old orthodox 
bodies in the Presbyterian Church, and has 
opened the way to a larger and more reason- 
able interpretation of the Bible than ever 
allowed before. Learned and able scholars 
speak now with a liberality heretofore 
avoided, and a strong feeling in this direction 
is growing in the orthodox churches in New 
York. A kindly spirit, too, prevuils, and i 
can say that for twelve years I have received 
nothing but kindness in all quarters among 
orshodox people. Dr. Briggs must have 
known that the result attained was inevitable. 
He believed that a man could not be confined 
to the marrow lines which have been 
drawn by the Westininster . Confes- 

sion and be a man obliged to be 
honest and sincere. Now hecan express the 
honest and sincere convictions of his mind 
without fear of heresy. He is looking to- 
ward a broader interpretation of the truth.¢ 

**The Presbyterian Church is historical and 
in its strongly organized bodies the work is 
going on toward amore reasonable and hu- 
mane interpretation of the Bible. There is 
more sympathy for Dr. Briggs than was gen- 
erally supposed existed within bis own church, 
and the vote wasa surprise among othrodox 
people. One of the leading men in his prose- 
cution told me after the vindication that he 
was astonished to see the way they ranked up 
in the end in favor of the doctor. 

“The inconsistency of some orthodox 
churches was brought forcibly to my mind 
not long ego when I visited one of the great- 
est, in fact the greatest church in New York. 
During my visit I had time to look over their 
hymn books to see what kind of hymns they 
were singing and who the authors of the 
hymns were. I found that twenty-three were 
Unitarian hymn writers and their hymns were 
being sung in this old orthodox church every 
Sunaay. Turning over the leaves of some of 
the books | discovereu that pages containing 
bymns on hell fire and kindred themes 
were white and clean, while the 
pages with hymnslike *‘ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,’ were the color of ripe wheat from reg- 
ular use and well-decorated with finger-marks. 

‘* We are’constantly tending toward a de- 
sire to widen all the bounds of Christian faith 
and to let in more sunshine. It is a mistake 
to believe that Dr. Briggs will be more rad- 
ical in his views now that his vindication is 
assured. Whenaman hike Dr. Briggs gets 
his own way he does not go to cxtremes, but 
tries to be conservative. He is cautious, sin- 
cere, and wise; but he will say fearlessly all 
he believes up to date, and will gradually en- 
large his views according to his interpretation 
of the contents of the holy acriptures,”’

ANSON MADE THE PITTSBURGS SIGN 
TOM BURNS LAST YEAR, 


That Was One of the Conditions Under 
Which He Agreed to Sign for Five 
Years with the Smoky City Team— 
Burns Wins His Suit and President 
Temple Makes Some Startling Disclos- 
ures—He Says Anson Agreed to Sign 
with Him for Five Years. 


Tom Burns won his ease from the Pitts- 
burg club and profited to the extent of $1,500 


by bis recourse to law. 

Judge Adams yesterday decided that his 
contract was an ironclad one and established 
a precedent which will likely make baseball 
managers more careful in future in drawing 
up contracts of the kind with players or man- 


agers. 

The $1,500 given is the amount due Burns 
on his contract up to the present time, less 
the amount he has earned in other ways. 

Under a recent ruling of the Supreme Court 
future damages are not obtainable, so that 
Burns’ victory is a cormnplete one, 

A sensation was sprung by President Temple 

of the Pittsburg club during the session yester- 
day when he stated that Burns had been forced 
on him by Anson. He said that when Anson was 
in Pittsburg during the spring he approached 
him with an offer to play in Pittsburg for five 
years, commencing in 1893, at $15,000 a year. 
Anson was to have entire charge of the team, was 
to sign and release men, and have absolute con- 
trol, 
Anson agreed to sign, according to Temple, but 
insisted first that Burns be put on the team at a 
salary of $4,500 a year. Temple thought this 
rather steep, but finally agreed to it in order to 
Jand Anson for the coming season. 

Temple negiects to state whether Burns’ dis- 
charge was because the club weakened on the 
proposition to pay Anson $15,000 per annum or 
whether Anson himself weakened and the Smoky 
City team took revenge by letting Burns out. It 
is probable that Temple, who is a baseball crank 
of the kind that thrived in the palmy days of 
the game, was not backed up by his club in his 
enthusiastic efforts to secure Anson, and that the 
Smoky City directors, much as they wanted 
Anson, did not want bim $15,000 per annum

INDIANA’S GAS SUPPLY GROWS SHORT. 


The State Geologist’s Report Indicates That 
Many Ficlds Are Worthless, 

InpIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 19.—{Special.]— 
Advance sheets of State Gas Inspector E. T. 
J. Jordan’s report to Geologist Gorby dis- 
closes the fact that there is a material decrease 
in the Indiana natural gas supply. The 
united pressure of the Indiana field was at 
first 325 pounds to the square inch. The 
pressure has decreased in some cases 
to 60 pounds, and many wells are 
entirely useless, some because the 
supply is exhausted, others on account of the 
presence of salt water. There have been 300 
mauufactories brought into the State on ac- 
count of the cheap fuel. The Chicago Gas 
company has the best part of the field around 
Kokomo. The field in the immediate neigh- 
horhood of Kokomo is entirely exhausted. 
The greatest pressure in the Anderson field 
is 325 pounds. Prof. Gorby says: “ There has 
been enough gas wasted in the gas field to 
supply every family in it for two years. The 
eash value of fuel thrown away is about $22,- 


000,000.

Cole failed to keep his appointment, but 
when returning home she saw him sitting on 
the door oe ruined shanty. 
She went over and after salutations 
went into the house with him. They 
began talking and Cole asked hey to move 
up-town, ana said he would furnish rooms for 
her and keep her like alady. Then she raised 
the revolver and shot him im the face. Her 
attorney made a strong plea for the mercy of 
the court, and said that, while he believed that 
he could acquit his client, he considered this 
move would save her sanity. The strain was 
so great that, while she would escape the pen- 
itentiary, it wamld be to go to an insane asy- 
lum. Mrs. Mason was kept under the effect 
of stimulants all day and frequently broke 
down during her recital, Judge Beall sen- 
tenced her to four years in the penitentiary. 
She shrieked and would have fallen but for her

EDITORS COMING TO THE SHOW. 


The World’s Fair Public Press Congress to 
Convene May 22. 

The World’s Fair Public Press Congress to 
convene in Chicago during the week |‘ com- 
mencing May 22 under the auspices of the 
World’s Fair Congress Auxiliary will 
be the largest gathering of editors 
and newspaper men the world has ever 
seen. The special committee of the 
National Editorial Association, appointed by 
the General committee last October to select 
time and place for holding the next annual 
meeting, met at the Tremont House yesterday, 
and in response to an invitation extended by 
President Bonney of the World’s Congress 
Auxiliary decided to hold its next meeting 
there. 

The session will last two weeks, the first to 
be devoted to the business of the association, 
election of officers, ete:, and the second to 
participation in the World’s Public Press Con- 
gress. 

A resolution was also passed and sent to 
Congressman Owen Scott of Lilinois. protest- 
img against the repeal of the envelope bill, 
which was enacted by the last session of Uon- 
gress, 

The committee then adjourned to the 
World’s Congress headquarters for the pur- 
pose of a conference with Bhe General Com- 
mittee of the Auxiliary on ‘a World’s Fair 
Public Press Congress. 

Secretary Young stated that invitatiors had 
been prepared and addressed to over 20,000 
editors residing in the United States and for- 
eign countries and up to this time not a single 
declination had been received. 


IN FAVOR OF SUNDAY OPENING, 


Indiana Legislature Passes a Resolution to 
That Effect. 


InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 19.—|Special.]— 
Indiana Senators today wrestled with the 
question of Sunday opening of the World’s 
Fair, almost the entire forenoon bejng taken 
up with the debate. From the first it was 
plain that‘friends of Sunday opening were 
largely in she majority, but the debate relative 
to the minority report uf the com mittee against 
Sunday opening become bitter and the 
charges of Sabbath desecration, infidelity, 
and so on provoked the majority to furivus re- 
torts. The fight was on Senator Stuart’s res- 
olution which provides that the United States 
Senators and members of Congress from Indi- 
una be instructed to vote for a repeal of the 
law closing the Fair Sunday. Senator Love- 
land presented a minority report against the 
resolution, but the majority report was 
passed. Then came the joint resolution 
in favor of pledgurg the Indiana Con- 
gressional delegation against Sunday closing. 
Senator Magee led the tight for Sunday open- 
ing, saying the puritanical ideas of closing the 
Fair Sunday were not in harmony with the 
nineteenth century thought. Senator Crum- 
packer said that in 1876 in, Philadelphia, where 
the Centennial Exposition closed Sunday, 
racing, gambling, and everything else went 
on outside. The laboring people were ex- 
cluded, but the wealthier peuple who had 
passes were admittea that day. Senator 
Boyd thought there should at least 
be restrictions on the machinery 
being operated on the Sabbath, but Magee 
retorted that 1,500 mechanics in Logansport 
alone could go to Chicago Sunday, see the 
great machinery at work and return with 
valuable ideas. After disposing of the mi- 
nority rep rtthe resvlution declaring in favor 
of Sunday opening was adopted—yeas 32, 
nays 7. There were ll absentees. The Com- 
mittee on World’s Fair next reported a 
lengthy resolution against the entire Legis- 
lature making a special trip to Chicago 
Jan. 27 to view the World’s Fair build- 
ings, as originaily intended, substituting 
the recominendation that simply the 
jot committees, numbering twenty in 
all go. This stand is taken in view of the 
expenses. It was the unanimous opinion that 
the invitation of Commissioner B. T. Havens 
had been accepted for the comunittee only, 
and in view of the necessity for prompt aetion 
_that the committee arrange to go at as early 
date as possible se as to report back and se- 
cure the proper appropriation. The report was 
adupted. ‘ihe Worild’s Fair bill now 
befure the Legislature contemplates an addi- 
tional appropriation of $130,000. The joint 
Sunday opening World’s Fair resolution was 
received by the Lower House just before ad- 
journment and passed viva voce, there being 
ouly a few scattering noes and no decided 
opposition. It is now ready for the Governur’s 
signature, after which it will be forwarded to 
Washington. 


ADVERTISERS SHOULD BE CAREFUL, 


Difference Between Conkay's “ Official Di- 
rectory ” and “ Official Catalogue.” 
While W. B. Conkey and his association dis- 
claiin any thought of misleading the public in 
securing advertising for their ** Officia! Direc- 
tory ” for the World’s Fair, there is an oppor- 
tunity for unscrupulous solicitors to make 
stateinents to business men that might lead 
them to believe that they are contracting for 
space in the “Official Catalogue’”’ of the 
fair which is a different concession. Mr. 
Conkey’s directory cannot be sold in the 
grounds by the terms of the concession, but 
will be given away there to exhibiters and 
World’s Fair officials. It will have 
all of the display advertising 
sand wiched between its covers that 
can be held at prices ranging from 
$600 to $1,500 per page. The official cata- 
logue, which is to be sold on the grounds, 
will have no display matter between its 
covers, but each exhibitor has the “privilege ”’ 
uf seven lines of supplementary matter with 
each exhibit catalogued at a price not 
to exceed $5 per line. It is 
also stipulated that this mnatter 
will be printed in the same type as the pri- 
mary statement of the character of the ex- 
hibit. Solicitors are already scouring the 
city and country securing contracts for the 
directory, and contracts have already been 
made. It is to be supposed that these can- 
vassers are telling advertisers that the 
Coukey establishment has the concession for 
two catalogues—one for exhibiters and the 
other for advertisers, and that the two pub- 
lications are distinct, but that the one to be 
sold on the grounds will contain no display 
mutter in the nature of advertising.

TO RECOVER FOR THE SOUVENIRS. 


Senator Pettigrew Introduces a Resolution 
Which Is Aimed at the World’s Fair. 

WasuinaTon, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Special. |— 
The opponents of Sunday opening have made 
what they think is a flank mouvement, This 
is in the nature of a resolution which comes 
fromthe American Sabbath-School Union. 
The resolution was introduced in the Senate 
today by Mr. Pettigrew and in the House by 
Gen. Ketcham of New York. Its purpose is 
declared to be to recover the value of the 
Columbian souvenir coins “ in certain contin- 
gencies.”” The facts and conditions of the 
souvenir coin appropriation are recited along 
with the report that the lllinois corporation is 
a party to a suit for an injuaction against 
itself in the courts of Illinois to restrain itself 
froin keeping the Exposition closed Sundays. 
Therefore, it is reswlved that the Attorney- 
General be directed to ascertain the facts, and 
if he shall be of the opinion that the Expusi- 
tion at any time is not in good faith carrying 
out the conditions, then it shall be his duty 
in the name of the United States to sue for 
and recover back from the Exposition the 
nominal par value of allthe half-dollar coins 
— to the corporation, and cover it into the 

reasury. 

No one supposes that either Committee of 

House or Senate will act on this resolution, 
‘Senator Pettigrew might take a notion to re- 
port it from his cotmittee, but his associates 
on the committee would probably object to 
such foolishness. The aim of the Sunday 
closing people is ta use the resolution as a 
threat against Sunday opening.: The 
prospects for Sunday opening, so far as Con- 
gress 16 concerned, are so poor that it 1s a 
waste of energy to resort to such means. 
The friends of the Exposinon in the House 
have concluded that they will try to overrule 
Holtman’s Appropriation committee and get 
amendments adopted making additional pro- 
vision for the National Commission and the 
governinent exhibit, as well as the amount re- 
quired for jurors’awards. There is no reason 
why the House should not do this. 

President Higinbotham was visibl 
when he heard of the lafroduction ae ¥ 
bill to’ stop the delivery of souvenir coins 
until the Exposition company had given 
bonds to abide by the action of Congress in 
regard to closing the gates Sunday. “I have no 
idea.” said he, “ that such a bill will be passed.

THEY FAVOR AN OPEN SUNDAY, 


Philadelphia Exhibiters Write in Such 
Recommendation to Congress. 


PaILapDELpuiA, Pa., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
The Philadelphia exhibiters at the World’s 


Fair net today for three purposes: 

(1.) To effect united action with the view to ob- 
taining adequate space at the Exhibition. (2.) 
To formulate an expression of opinion with re- 

ard to the pending proposition to open the Fair 
Caden. (3.) To consider the question of a 
concerted movement towards obtaining lodgings 
and other requisites of personal comfort at Chi- 
cago. 

The first resolution adopted was: 

That the members of the Philadelphia Exhibit- 
ers’ Association deplore the prolonged delay in 
the allotment of space to applicants as seriously 
interfering with the necessary preparations of 


| their respective exhibits, and desire respectfully 


to urge upon the officials of the World’s Fair the 
necessity of immediate action in the premises. 

A committee was selected to go to Chicago 
and look after the interests of the exhibiters. 
Commissioner Woudside charged that he had 
been offered all the space he desired because 
of his official position, but that he had re- 
fused it and desired it turned over to his fel- 
lows, who had been shut out. A resolution 
was adupted after a hot debate asking Con- 
gress to repeal the law closing the ExkLibition 
on Sunday. 


Pennsylvania Opens Offices. 

Oid Liberty Bell will be reproduced in the Ag- 
ricultural Building by the Pennsylvania Fair 
Commission. The bell will be composec entirely 
of native-grown cereals of various kinds. The 
Pennsylyania officials opened offices in their 
building at Jacxson Park yesterday. They 
are the first State Commission to take up 
quarters on the grounds. One of the Com- 
missiorers said yesterday that the educa- 
tional exhibit contemplated by his State 
would be complete in all details, showing the 
various branches of study from the lowest 
primary grade up to those of the high, normal, 
and training schools. The exhibit will be made 
chiefly by the aid of photographs. Among the 
relics of the State will be displayed a copy of the 
Declaration of Independence, the old Liberty 
Bell, and the original charter granted to William 
Penn and signed by the grantor, Charles IL. of 
England. 


Bell’s Lease Turned Over to Lambertson., 


Wasuineton, D.C., Jan. 19.—[Special, |—Sec- > 


retary Foster, after thinking it over for several 
months, concluded the charges against Supt. M. 
E. Bell and the reply to them was too much for 
him to digest. He has referred all the papers to 
Assistant Secretary Lambertsou. Mr. Bell is 
charged with having misused the power of his 
otlice to the disadvantage of certain contractors 
in the matter of contracts for work on govern- 
ment buildings at the World’s Fair. The papers 
in the case would fill a bushel basket and it will 
undoubtedly take Judge Lambertson several 
weeks to review them. 


Electric Lights at the Fair. 

George Westinghouse Jr., who has the contract 
for furnishing the incandescent electric lighting 
plant for the Fair, dees not appear to be dis- 
turbed by the injunction secured by the Edison 
company against his concern. Mr. Westinghouse 
has just issued acircular announcing thet the 
new stupper incandescent lamps now being manu- 
factured by bim will be exclusively used. ** At 
least 92,000 of these lamps,"’ he adds, “ will be re- 
quired vy the time the Exhibition opens, and it is 
anticipated that the requirements of exhibiters 
will increase the number to 130,000 or more.”’ 


Kentucky’s Appropriation Bill Signed. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 19. —[Special.] — Gov. 
Brown this afternoon signed the bill appropriat- 
ing $100,000 to the World's Fair.

CAN VOTE FOR SCHOOL OFFICERS, 


Supreme Court Holds That Illinois Wom- 
en Have the Right Under State Law. 

Mount Vernon, Ill.~ Jan. 19.—[Special. ]— 
The Supreme Court filed an opinion today in 
the case of Martha E. Plummer and May M. 
Moss, appellants, vs. Oscar O. Yost and Otto 
Wallace, appellees, involving the nght of 
women to vote at school elections. Last 
spring by the aid of the votes of 293 women 
the two women named defeated the appellees 
for members of the Board of Education in 
this city. Yost and Wallace contested the 
election in the County Court on the ground 
that the women were not legal voters. 
The decision was adverse to the women. 
They appealed to the Supreme Court, which, 
under the stipulation agreed upon by counsel 
on both sides, today decided that the women 
are legal voters at elections for schooi officers, 
which are the creatures®f the Légisiature. 
They hold that the law of 1891 shows that 1t 
was clearly the intention of the Legislature to 
give women the right to vote at such elections, 
and that the wording of the statute must yield 
to the intent of the law-making power. This 
is the first decision on this point in this State. 


HAS AN INGENIOUS RAILWAY SIGNAL. 


Successful Invention by a Michigan Man— 
How lit Is Operated. 

An automatic railway signal has recently 
been put in successful operation by a Michigan 
man. Itenables an engineer to determine at 
a glance how iong a time, up to fifteen 
minutes, has elapsed since the train ahead 
of him passed the signal post, each train doing 
its Own registering as it yoes by. The signal 
is contained in an iron post, and consists of 
two hermeticaily sealed but connected cham- 
bers, one being concealed by the iron work, 
the other exposing two sides of heavy plate 
glass. Thelower chamber is filled with a 
colored liquid, which, when a train passes, is 
forced into view in the upper chamber. From 
this receptacle it gradually runs back again 
jaoto the lower reservoir, the transfer requiring 
just fifteen minutes, 

The operation is brought about by levers 
connecting with a length of rail laid parallel 
and close to the track rail. This auxiliary 
rail rises slightly above the track rail, and its 
Gepression by the passing wheels gives the 
necessary impetus for forcing the colored fluid 
into view 1n the upper part of the signal ap- 
paratus.—Philadelphia Record.

ALDERMEN DEOLARE WAR ON MUD- 
PIE MAKING IN SOHOOL, 


Resolution to Be Presented Directing’ the 
Board of Education to Itemize the 
Estimates for the Appropriation to 
Give a Chance to Eliminate Extras— 
Pumping Station at Humboldt Park to 
Be Recommended—Committee on Clean 
Streets Holds a Meeting. 

Ald. Kenny, Chairman of the Council Com- 
mitee on Schools, gave notice yesterday that 
he would present a resolution in the Council 
Monday directing the Board of Education to 
itemize the estimates for the appropriation 
this year. Hitherto the appropriation for 
school purposes*has been made in bulk. The 
items for the fads and the jobs have been in- 
cluded in the lumpsum. The Council, with- 
out knowing it, therefore, appropriates for 
those things to which they are opposed. 

“This year,” said Ald. Kenny, “we will 
know what we are voting on if I can bring it 
about. In that way we can get at the abuses, 
and I for one propose to cut out the appro- 
priations for draw.ng, mud-pie making, spe- 
cial music, and dumb-bell and lathe exercises. 
I will also try to strike out the appropriation 
for the new Bureau of Building.” 

Ald. Hepburn, Marrenner, and Ernst, who 
listened, said they would support Mr. Kenny’s 
resolution. It was asserted by a well-in- 
formed member of the School Board yester- 
day that the creation of the Building Bureau 
was the result of a bargain between the sup- 
porters of that project and the supporters of 
the fads. 

“This trading,” said the member, “ is noth- 
ing unusual in the board. The supporters of 
the mud-pie fad say to the supporters of 
the physical culture fad, ‘You support 
my plan and Tl vote for yours." In 
this way members otherwise antagonistic 
in opinion are. brought together. 
Only a few days ago one of the fadists went 
to a German member and said: ‘If you 
don’t support us in favor of drawing and clay 
modeling, why then you can’t expect us to 
help you to keep German in the schools, 
German is a fad as much as anything else in 
the schools. If one goes all will have to go.’ 
Arguments of this character have their effect. 
It is impossible to get rid of all the fads this 
year. I see the Mayor says he wants the fads 
abolished. He appoints supporters of the 
fads on the Board of Education, though.”’ 

Unless the vote creating the Building Bu- 
reau of the School Board is reconsidered at 
the next meeting Mr. Rudolph, a former 
architect of the board, will be elected chief of 
it. Mr. Gay is ala® a candidate. Mr. Flan- 
ders will retire not press his claims for 
reélection. 


CLOSED FOR LACK OF FUEL.

No Sessions at the Homer and Ogden 
Schools—Delay in Securing a Site. 

The Homer-and Ogden Schools remained 
closed yesterday on account of the shortage 
of coal. Arrangements have been completed 
by which a supply will be furnished, and offi- 
cers of the Board of Education say that all the 
schools will have an ample supply before to- 
morrow night. 

At ite next meeting the Committee on Build- 
ings and Grounds will discuss an arrangement 
for establishing the building department 
created by the board Wednesday. The de- 
partment will consist of about twenty men to 
begin with. An architect will be placed in 
charge, and under him will be about twelve 
draftsmen and four or five inspectors. It is 
expected that the bureau will cost about 
$17,000 a year, but as a saving will be effected 
in other directions that amount will not be an 
additional expenditure. The most important 
work before the committee will be the selec- 
tion of an architect. J.J. Flanders, the pres- 
ent architect, it is said, will not apply for the 
new position. Already seven or eight appli- 
cations have been made. 

The Council Committee on Schools held a 
meeting yesterday to settle, if possible, the 
difficulties regarding the purchase of the 
Nineteenth Ward School site. For six months 
the matter has been under consideration, and 
neither the Board’of Education nor the com- 
mittee has been atle to make much progress. 
The site is located at the intersection of Good, 
Better, and Sholto streets; but owing to a de- 
fective title the board has been unable to gain 
possession. Ald. N. J. O’Brien demanded of 
the committee yesterday an explanation of the 
delay. James Rosenthal of the Board of Ed- 
ucation said there were legal difficulties in the 
way of the title, which would soon be settled. 


NEW PUMPING STATION PROPOSED, 


People Will Refuse to Pay Water Taxes if 
It Is Not Built, It Is Said. 

Ald. Jackson said yesterday that he would 
make an effort to secure an appropriation for 
a pumping station near Humboldt Park when 
the annual appropriation bill was passed, ‘If 
the people in the northwest portion of the city 
do not get relief they will refuse to pay their 
water tax. There is a large portion of that 
section in which water cann:t be obtained 
above the first story. This state of affairs has 
existed for a longtime. A man cannot renta 
flat above the second floor. They told us be- 
fore the four-mile tunnel was done they did 
not have the water. It is nobetter now. The 
Commissioner of Public Works will report 
plans and a site to the Council Monday even- 
ing ia accordance with my order.” 


WORKING FOR CLEAN STREETS, 


Meeting of the Citizens’ Committee of One 
Hundred—To Raise Funds at Once, 

Since the appointment of the Committee of 
One Hundred to take into consideration the 
question of cleaning the streete in preparation 
for the World’s Fair, the leading citizens of 
whom the committee is composed have been 
actively at work to devise some plan to carry 
out the objects for the accomplishment of 
which 1t has been formed. At a meeting held 
at the Palmer House yesterday steps were 
taken to give the new movement definite 
shape. Seventeen wards were represented. 
It was decided to appoint an executive com- 
mittee of not more than eleven members and 
not less than seven to carry out the details, 
The appointment of the committee was left in 
the hands of Chairman H. Hughitt, who will 
name the members at as early a day as possi- 
ble. The following were selected to raise 
funds: H.H. Porter, S. W. Allerton, Chris- 
topher Hotz, Albert M. Day. 


WILL MAKE A REPORT ON DUNNING. 


Investigation of the Heating System Recom- 
mended— Repairs in the Electric System, 
Commissioners Ebertshaueser, Allen, O’Con- 

nell, and Kelly of the County Board Infirma- 

ries committee met yesterday to consider 
means for the relief of the Dunning institu- 
tions in the matter of repairs and supplies. 

They will submit a report to the Pub- 

lic Service vzommittee today, saying 

that the electric tire alarm and 
call bell systems have already been put in re- 
pair and that the electrician wil put the light- 
ing system in order. They recommend that 
the General Superintendent at Dunning make 
requisitions for such material as he may need 
for this purpose. The committee also recom- 
mends that the engineer at the insane asylum 
be instructed to furnish a full statement to 
the board as to what is needed in the way of 
new pumps and 0oboilers and that the 

Building: committee be instructed’ to 

make an examination im company with 

the county architect of the oll indirect sys- 
term of heating at the asylum and report as 
to whether itis not better to abandon the 

system now in' use and replace it with the di- 

rect system. 

Commissioner O’Connell’s resolution for 
the appointment of a Fire Marshal at the 
insane asylum at a monthly salary notto ex- 
ceed $75 a month caused considerable discus- 
sion. ‘Fhe matter was laid over for further in- 
vestigation. 

All that the committee considers necessary 
toiget more heat in the wards is to put an ad- 
ditional radiator 1n each of the long corridurs, 
The pipes were found in good order. ‘lhe 
committee agreed that there should be a new 
pun.p and three new boilers at the insane 
asylum. 

Commissioner Byrne, a practical coal man, 
was at the Insane Asylum yesterday examin- 
ing the coal which is delivered at the institu- 
tion. Some of the Commissioners are loud in 
their denunciation of the quality, but others

Saioons Ordered Closed.

Proposal to Borrow Not Entertained. 

Commissioner Kelly's proposal to borrow an- 
other million dollars on the credit of the county 
for building purposes is not seriously entertained 
by his colleegues. The proposition would have to 
be submitted to a vote of the people. The people 
would undoubtedly reject the proposal. Mr. 
Kelly knows this as well as any body.

SALVATIONISTS PLAN A FAIR RALLY. 


Gen. Ballington Booth Will Be Here Sun- 
day to Discuss the Plans. 

Plans for a great demonstration here while 
World’s Fair visitors are in the city are being 
made by the Salvation Army, and Commander 
Ballington Booth, chief of the army in the 


‘United States, will arrive in Chicago Sunday 


to discuss them with &he local officers. The 
plans include parades, open air demonstra- 
tions, and probably two or three monster in- 
door meetings. For the latter purpose the 
Salvationists propose to hire one of the larg- 
est halis obtainable. They expect that soldiers 
from all parts of this country and from camps 
of the army in many foreign lands will ren- 
dezvous in Chicago. Gen. Wliliam Booth, 
commander of theentire army, will, itis ex- 
pected, be here to take charge of the ma- 
neuvers. 

Commander Ballington Booth: will be re- 
ceived by the army next Sunday and escorted 
to the old Princess Opera House on West 
Madisoao street, where in the afternoon and 
evening tmneetings will be held. Among the 
immediate projects of the Salvationists in this 
city which will be discussed ana probably 
settled while the commander is in the city 
will be an extension of posts in the slums and 
the inauguration of large food and shelter 
barracks for persons out of employment and 
a woodyard at which employment will be 
offered to those who need it. This undertak- 
ing is in the line of the system for the ame- 
lioration of the suffering of the homeless 
poor established by Gen. Booth in England 
with the funds secured by the eloquent appeal 
made in his book “* Darkest London.”” Some 
of the essential features of the system, the of- 
ficers of the Chicago corps say, have been 
tried successfully in this country. 

The food and shelter barracks as contem- 
plated will involve the renting of a large 
building which will be equipped with sleeping 
quarters and a restaurant. Accommodations 
will not be given free, but a low scale of 
prices will prevail. Beds for anight will cost, 
as now planned, less than 10 cents. Soup 
will be sold for probably less than 5 cents 
and other dishes at proportionately low fig- 
ures. The feasibility of securing a farm near 
the city to which the homeless may be sent to 
work, as London wanderers are sent to the 
army’s farm in England, has gbeen talked 
over. ‘The English farm, it is said, has been 
ore of the most successful of "the army’s 
branches of work. 

The army has issued in pamphlet form a 
report of its work in Chicago in 1892. The 
report is prefaced by an appeal for funds for 
the food and shelter barracks, for work in the 
sluins, and other purposes. Sixteen corps 
were encamped in the city last year, all of 
which except one carried on work actively. 
In the last case labors were suspended owing 
to the unsuitability of the hall occupied. 

There were gathered in the halls in the year 
680,000 people, and of these, it is said, 1,355 
were converted. Much work was done in the 
slums. forty-one saloons were prayed in, 
1,066 were visited, and 2,452 persons were vis- 
ited. Seven handred and sixty-five persons 
were assisted with food, 105 sick men and 
women were nursed, and the women soldiers 
of the army devoted fifty-tive hours to the 
mending of clothes for the poor, besides 
scrubbing, washing, and ironing for them. 


BOUNTY FOR BEET SUGAR, 


Congress and the Colorado Legislature 
Asked to Aid the Industry. 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 19.—[Special ]—At the 
beet sugar convention G. F. Berringer, super- 
intendent of the experimental station south 
of Denver on the divide between the Platte 
and Arkansas Rivers, reported that thousands 
of tons of beets at twelve tons per acre, with 
13 to 16 per cent of saccharine matter, could 
be raised there. The beets average two 
pounds, It was decided to form a permanent 
State association, which in turn shalt form 
county associations, and subsidies will be ob- 
tained when possible from State, county, and 
mupicipal authorities. A memorial was 
sdoueed asking the State Legislature now in 
session to grant a bounty for two years of $1 
per ton on beets sold to sugar factories and 
having 12 per cent saccharine and a coefficient 
on purity of per cent; also a 
bounty of half a cent a pound for 
four years on sugar product polarizing 
not lesa than 90. A memorial asking Congress 
to continue its bounty of two cents on Ameri- 
can sugar will be circulated for public signa- 
ture. Congress will also be asked to establish 
experimental stations in Colorado, and both 
Congress and the local Legislatures will be 
asked to make ample appropriation for the 
acquisition of information. Officers for the 
year were elected, with A, C, Fisk President 
and G. W. Hall Secretary.

The campaign for the abolition of smoke is 
about to be waged with renewed vigor by both 
the city Health Department and the Smoke 
Prevention Society. Smoke Inspector George 
has a long list of offenders whom he proposes 
to bring up with a short turn in Justice Glen- 


dinances, and Secretary Phelps yesterday 
notified tug owners and other marine men 
that smoke prevention would be insisted upon. 


The notice is as follows: 

CuricaGo, Jan. 19, '93.—Dear Sir: Ata_ recent 
meeting of the Directors of the Society for the 
Prevention of Smoke the subject was fully dis- 
cussed of the attitude of this society toward 
owners of tugboats during the year 1593, The di- 
reetors will insist that all tug-owners prevent 
smoke.

The failure of the Senate com- 
mittee to make a_ favorable report on the 
proposition leaver little hope that the much- 


sought-for amendment to the _inter-

go through the Eastern roads (Trunk Line 
and Central Traffic Association) had per- 
fected a pooling agreement and appointed 
Aldace F, Walker, Chairman of the joint 
committee, to carry out the provisions of the 
agreement.

Mr. Washburn to Demand Action on the

Mr. Wolcott (Rep., Colo.) introduced a joint 
resolution directing the Postmaster-General 
to discontinue the sale of the so-cailed Colum- 
bian postage stamps except where specifically 
called for. Jie asked that the resolution be 
immediately acted on, and said that he knew 
of nothing more ridiculous than those plasters 
covering ‘half an envelope. The resolution 
went over. 

The Senate resumed consideration of the 
anti-option bill and Mr. Platt (Rep., Conn. ) 
concluded his argument against it, begun last 
Tuesday, on constitutional grounds. Mr, 
Stewart (Rep., Nev.) also opposed the bill on 
constitutional and business grounds. While 
he was holding the tloor a colloquy sprung up, 
in which Mr. Washburn (Re»., Minn. ) declared 
that a statement made by Mr. Platt as to the 
likelihood of combinations among the millers 
and owners of elevators was all *“ rubbish,’’ 
In reply to questions by Mr. Mail's (Dem., 
Tex.), Mr. Washburn denied that he had a 
dollar invested in elevators. He admi:zted 
that elevator companies made large profits 
some years (sometimes as high as 30 or 40 per 
cent), but said that a depression of prices of 
grain had nothing to dowith it. The bill

LIGHTHOUSE SIGNALS ON THE LAKES, 


Provisions of the Omnibus Bill Passed by 
the Heuse Yesterday. 

Wasuineton, D.C., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
The omnibus lighthouse bill of Mr. Brickner, 
passed by the House today, is a substitute for 
the original bill reported by the Commerce 
committee last session.

FRAUD ON A COUNTY. 


JOBBERY ALLEGED IN BUILDING A 
FINE OOURT-HOUSE IN INDIANA. 


Contractors of the County Building at 
Richmond Charged with Collusion with 
the Commissioners—A Bill of Extras 
Exceeding Half the Contract Price of 
the Court-House Pointed to in Evidence 
~The Affidavit of a Laborer—A News- 
paper Demands an Investigation. 

Ricumonp, Ind., Jan 19.—[Special.]—The 
charges of fraud against A. G. Campfield & 

Co., the court-house contractors, and by im- 

putation W. S. Kaufman, the supervising 

architect, sent out from here are interpreted 
at home to be born of a desire to strike the 

Board of County Commissioners. The 

charges are made in the Daily Independent, a 

Democratic paper, and the Commissioners, 

all Republicans, more ignore than deny them, 

as though they were the vaporings of a polit- 


ical opponent. The Independent, on

the facts are made known; that it had point-

PROTECTION FOR LABOR ORDERS, 


Bill to Be Presented in Nebraska to Pre- 
vent Discrimination Against Union Men. 
Omana, Neb., Jan. 19.—The Order of Raul- 

way Ielegraphers today made public a bill to 
be introduced at the present session of the 

Nebrassa Legislature. It is to enable the 
members to avoid discriminations. It sets 
forth that this organization has suffered to an 
extent by the discrimination of railroads 
against itasan order. The substance of the 
measure is: 

That it shall be unlawful for any individual or 
member of any firm, or agent, officer, or employé 
of any company or corporation to prevent em- 
ployés from forming, joining, and belonging to 
any lawful labor organization, and any such in- 
dividual, member, agent, officer, or employé that 
coerces or attempts to coerce employés by dis- 
charging or threatening to discharge from their 
employe or the employ of any firm or corporation, 
because of their connection with euch lawful 
labor organization shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 

This bill will protect all labor organiza- 
tions, its backers believe, and they propose to 
put itto a vote. The telegraphers are not 
alone in the matter; it is hkely that the Cen- 
tral Labor Union and a delegation from the 
various labor associations in this city will get 
together and exert every effort to get the leg- 
islation desired.

Supreme Court Passes on Dan 
Coughlin’s Case. 


THE OPINION IN FULL 


It Is Handed Down by Chief Jus- 
tice J. M. Bailey. 


WHEREIN THE COURT ERRED 


Jurors Bontecou and Clark Were Not 
Competdhit. 


TWO OF THE JURISTS DISSENT. 


Orrawa, Ill., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The Su- 
prewe Court today handed down its decision 
in the case of Daniel Coughiin vs, The People 
of the State of Illinois, reversing the decision 
of tne Cook County court and remanding the 
case for anewtrial. The opinion was read 
by Chief Justice Josevh M. Bailey and only 
passes on one of the forty-six errors alleged— 
that of the incompetency of Jurors Bontecou 
and Clark, holding that an error was commit- 
ted in overruling the defendant’s chailenge 
for cause. Justices Schoifield and Magruder 
dissent, their opinion being filed by the latter. 
The full text of Justice Bailey’s opinion is as 
follows: 


On the 29th day of June, 1889, an indictment 
was presented in the Criminal Court of C 
County by the grand jury inst Daniel Cough- 
lin, Martin Burke, John F. Beggs, Patrick O’Sul- 
livan, Frank J. Woodruff, Patrick Cooney, and 


| John Kunze, charging them and divers other 


persons to the grand jury unknown with having 
conspired to kill and murder Patrick Henry 
Cronin, and that, in pursuance of such conspira- 
cy, they did kill and murder said Cronin. At the 
August term. 1889, of said court, Coughlin, Barke, 
O’Sullivan, Beggs, and Kunze were tried on the 
P indictment, and at such trial was acquitted, 
Kunze was found guilty of m aughter and his 
punishment was fixed at imprisonment in the 
enitentiary for¢he term of three years, and 
oughlin, Burke, and O'Sullivan were eac 
found guilty of murder, and their punishment was 
fixed at imprisonment in the agar for the 
terms of their natural lives. The verdict as to 
Kunze was set aside by the court and a new 
trial was awarded, and Coughlin, Burke, and 
O'Sullivan were each sentenced to imp 
for life in accordance with the verdict. 

To obtain a reversal of the sentence as to him- 
self, O'Sullivan sued out a writ of error from this 
court returnable to the October term, 1890, and 
the cause thus brought here for review was sub- 
mitted to this court on the prin arguments of 
counsel at the March term, 1891. Afterward, and 
before the announcement of our decision, O’Sul- 
livan died, and thereby, as we held in denying & 
motion by his administrator to enter ng 
nune pro tune as of, a date prior to his death, his 
writ of error was abated.

which it was formed and kept in existence were 
to assist, by force of arms or otherwise, in 
freeing Ireland from its dependence upon the 
Government of Great Britain and in securing its 
national independence; that for the purpose of 
concealing its real purposes from the public its 
subordinate bodies or “camps” were c and 
generally known as literary societies; that the 
affairs of the organization were directed by an 
rexecutive committee, that committee orig- 
inally composed of members from each district 
but that at a meeting of the organization he 
in Chicago in’ 1881 tne Executive committee was 
reduced to five members; that this Executive 
Board had the power to command and no 
member had a right to disobey, and that whatever 
it commanded the members were required to do; 
that the members were required by their oath and 
by the laws of the organization to obey the Exec- 
utive committee, even in defiance of the govern- 
ment or apy other authority; that three certain 
mem of the Executive committee, whoconsti- 
tuted @ majority, assumed control of the organi- 
zation; that from year to year large sums of 
money were raised to -be used for the pupose of 
securing the independence of Ireland, w came 
into their bands; that these three men, after as- 
suming supreme control of the organization, 
adopted and put in force a line of policy which 
was disapproved he considerable pertion of the 
membership, and t dissatisfaction arose in re- 
lation to the accounts given by them of the society 
funds, and that thereuygon a serious divis arose 
in the organization.

Tue railroad managers who have pressed 
for permission to pool must have been sur- 
prised at the hard blow they received 
Wednesday. The Senate Inter-State commit- 
tee, by a vote of six to five, decided that it 
does not favor any pooling legislation. The 
surprise of the managers must have been rll 
the greater as the casting vote was -given by 
Chairman Cullom, who has hitherto been 
counted on as favoring the permission to 
pool. There is no reason to doubt that the 


Senator has changed his mind on the subject, 


or else that he has becn grievously misrepre- 
- sented, for he was distinctly quoted as favor ng 

the permission to pool and as citing grounds - 

which to him seemed sufficient for doing soa 


The objectionable feature now lacks the fsup- 
port it would have had if a majority of the 
committee had approved it, and probably 
this change of front amounts to 4 defeat even 
in the House, where previously it had been 
thought sure of passage. The Cullom bill, as 
subsequently perfected by the committee, re- 
peals so much of the former act as provides 
for punishment by imprisonment, and makes 
the carrying company directly responsible to 
the court for any act of its agents that is in 
conflict with the law. This will be a most 
valuable feature, tending more than all else 
to secure fair treatment to allshippers. No 
one is foolish enough to suppose that a rail- 
road official would break the law to serve the 
supposed interests of his company without 
tacit or express permission from his superiors, 
and no one is likely to risk dismissal by in- 
volving his company in a measure of damages 
which is fixed at not more than $5,000 for 
each and every offense. If the bill become a 
law no officer or agent can be excused from 
testifying on the ground that his testimony 
might criminate himself. The object of the 
prosecution will be to make the corporation 
pay the damages and only to punish the wit- 
ness in case it be proven that he has com- 
mitted perjury. 


CERTAIN QUASI-PUBLIC CORPORATIONS. 
The officers of various Chicago corpora- 
tions, such as street railways, telephone, gas, 
and electric lighting companies, which are en- 
abled to do business by virtue of franchises 
granted them by the people of this city, and 
which are known to be making great profits 
out of the privileges conferred on them by the 
people, of using the streets below or upon the 
surface, have been shocked and pained of late 
by the efforts of Tuz Txipune, acting on be- 
half of the people, to ascertain and print the 
earnings, gross and net, of these different con- 
cerns, They profess to look on these efforts 
to give the people information which they 
want and to which they are entitled in the 
light of unwarranted intrusions on their 
privacy. 

They choose to overlook the fact that the 
money-making corporations whose great divi- 
dends they modestly wish to conceal are really 
quasi-public ones, just about as much so as 
railroads or elevators. They perform services 
for the people which the municipality could 
perform were the State to authorize it to do 
so. The street railroads, telephone, gas, and 
electric light com panies could not do busi- 
ness here if not allowed by the people the 
special use of the public stréets. They have 
been granted favors by the public which are 
ina great measure exclusive and they are 
perpetually asking more favors which they 
want to get without its costing them anything. 
Therefore the people have a right to know 
whether these recipients of past favors and 
solicitors of new ones are not making s0 
much money that they should either lower 
their rates or pay’ for their privileges. 

The Legislature has the right to regulate 
the charges of some of these corporations. 
The Council has power to regulate the manner 
in which some of them shall carry on opera- 
tions. Whenever an attempt is made to do 
either the corporations plead poverty and as- 
sert that the law or ordinance would bear 
oppressively upun their scant resources. Were 
this the case one would imagine that the cor- 
poration which felt itself unjustly treated would 
show its books and prove by the convincing 
argument of its yearly balance sheet that it 
could not stand additional expenses. Not one 
of them ever adopts that simple method of 
settling a controversy. 

These corporations not merely fail to let the 
people know what thair earnings are, but; as 
has been stated, they grow indignant when a 
paper, better acquainted than their officers 
are with their duties to the public, endeavors 
to secure that information. ‘This unwilling- 
ness, which is due to anxiety to hide*unusual 
earnings, will not deter Taz Trisunge from 
doing its duty. It knows perfectly the differ- 
ence between illegitimate curiosity and legit- 
mate newsgathering. It makes no effort to 
search out the profits of the merchant princes 
of Chicago, the magnitude of which depends 
on individual energy and ability, and not on 
the giving or withholding of franchises. Those 
men owe no more to the public than the pub- 
lic does to them. A Chicago merchant needs 
no charter from the State, no permit from 
the Council, to enable him to carry on his 
business. The Telephone company could not 
exist in Chicago but for its license from the 
Council. That it is paying enormous div- 
idends is due to the fact that the people of 
Chicago allowed it to do business here. And 
yet it assumes that it owes nothing to the pub- 
lic, not even information as to the value of 
the privileges given. The legality of that 
position lawyers-may battle over. The im- 
morality and injustice of it are so clear that 
this paper proposes to continue doing its duty 
to the public to the best of its ability, lifting 
the veil which hides epormous earnings of 
quasi-public corporations from the public 
gaze. 

It has been customary to talk of the ‘‘in- 
gratitude of republics.”’ It is time to drop 
that and talk of the ingratitude of corpo- 
rations, which, while owing everything to the 
people, seem to think they are bound to do 
nothing in return. The Edison Electric com- 
pany was given valuable franchises for noth- 
ing. It thinks so little of the donors that it 
is the worst offender against the smoke ordi- 
‘-nances. The gas companies were given the 
free use of the streets so that they might 
make money, and, in return, they dig them up 
and refuse to repair the pavements they de- 
stroy. Street railroads enjoy franchises of in- 
estimable value and in return they give 
wretched service. These corporations are all 
the while practicing economies at the expense 
of the public, and, when asked to tell how 
much they make thereby, they insist that the 
*“‘privacy”’ of their accounts must be re- 
spected. . 

Tue Trisvune, acting for and with the ap- 
proval of the people, will stand no such non- 
sense, 


WHO GOT THE MONEY? 

The statement in the testimony of the 
younger De Lesseps that 12,000,000 francs 
($2,400,000) of the Panama Canal money were 
expended in this country in some mysterious 
way has aroused a decidei curiosity on the 
part of the public to learn how, when, and 
where this money was squandered, It is pos- 
sible to account for about $400,000 paid as sal- 
aries during a period of eight years to ex-Sec- 
retary Thompson and other members of the 
American coinmittee, who had little or noth- 
ing to do except to sitdown and draw their 
salary and indirectly by their official relation 
to convince the French people that this coun 
try cared nothing for any infraction of the 
Monroe Doctrine for which the elder De Les- 
seps and the canal directors might become re- 
sponsible. But deducting the above amount 
there still remains a round $2,000,000 for 
which no one yet has accounted, either on this 
or the other side of the water. 

Moved by tne laudable desire to ascertain 
where this large sum of money went, Rep. 
presentative Fellows of New York properly 
has introduced a resolution in the House that a 
special committee of seven be appointed to 
probe the Panama scandal. Lhe only un- 
favorable criticism of the resolution that can 
be made is that it gives the committee carte 
blanche to investigate almost everything else 
that concerns the Panama Canal. and the com. 


pany and some things that perhaps are none 
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of its business. But so faras the disposition 
of this money goes it is eminently desirable 
that the people both of this country and of 
France should know how and where it was ex- 
pended, It may, of course, be possible that 
the whole amount was legitimately ex- 
pended. In that case the  investiga- 
tion willdo no harm, to say the least, 
but two millions is a good deal of money, and 
thus far no testimony in the French courts 
gives the slightest clew to the purposes of tis 
large expenditure. It has been given out tuat 
it was for “the interests of the company,” 
but so it was given out that the three or four 
hundred millions squeezed out of the French 
bourgeoisie were for the best interests of that 
company. The whole American end of the 
matter should be cleared up, and if the French 
Government cannot or will nct do it, then 
some such committee as that suggested by 
‘Representative Fellows should ascertain who 
were the agents that disbursed the money, 
who were the men that received it, and what 
was the nature of the quid pro quo. 


COMPULSORY EIGHT-HOUR LAWS. 

Illinois iegislators who are trying to secure 
the passage of a compulsory, penal, eight- 
hour law should take’ notice of the fate of 
such a measure in the State of New York. 
Last year the Legislature passed a compul- 
sory ten-hour law. The Superintendent of 
the Harlem road was indicted for violating it 
by requiring one of his employés to work 
fourteen and a half hours, The Supreme 
Court dismissed the indictment, and its action 
has been affirmed by the Court of Appeals on 
the simple ground that except in the discharge 
of its obligations to the public a railroad is a 
private corporation, and is as much at liberty 
as an individual to make any contracts it 
chooses with its employés. 

This language indicates clearly the source 
and extent of the power of a Legislature to 
regulate the hours of labor of railway em- 
ployés. It will be admitted by all that if cer- 
tain classes of railroad empioyés work for too 
great a length of time—their willingness 
makes no difference—they cannot perform 
their duties properly and the danger of 
casualties is increased greatly. Therefore for 
the protection of the public, and for no other 
reason, the Legislature can say that certain 
railroad employés shall not work continuously 
for what is agreed to be a dangerously long 
time. As the number of hours men may 
work as clerks in a railroad office, or as ma- 
chinists in a railway shop, can have no con- 
nection with the safety of passengers it is 
notin the power of the Legislature to fix 
their hours of labor. 

Where thesafety of the publicis not en- 
dangered an Awmerican Legislature has no 
control over the arrangements as to hours of 
labor made by employers and their aduit em- 
ployés. The latter are of age and must regu- 
late those matters for themselves. The inter- 
ests of the public are not affected whether 
factory hands choose to work eight, ten, or 
twelve hours a day, and therefore the Legisla- 
ture can no more make it an offense to work 
more than eight hours than to work less than 
twelve, 

Of course the State can direct its various 
municipal agencies, when they hire men, not 
to employ them for more than eight hours a 
day, and it can punish a violation of that law 
by its agents. Itcannot deprive men of the 
right to contract to work any number of hours 
so long as their agreements are not calculated 
to injure others—as for instance an agreement 
by a railroad engineer to run his train for an 
excessive and dangerous nuinber of hours. 
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THE ALIEN LAND LAW SUSTAINED. 

The Supreme Court of this State has sus- 
tained the constitutionality of the law regulat- 
ing the right of aliens to hold and acquire 
property in Illinois which was passed in 1887. 
One of the provisions of the law is that ‘a 
non-resident alien shall not be capable of 
acquiring title to or taking or holding any 
lands or real estate in this State by descent, 
devise, purchase, or otherwise.’”’ A year ago 
the non-resident alien heirs of a citizen who 
died leaving land in this State brought suit 
for their shares. The Circuit Court decided in 
their favor because they were citizens of Bre- 
men, and because by an old treaty made with 
the Hanse Towns it was provided specifically 
that the citizens of each of the contracting 
parties could inherit lands lying within the 
territories of the other. The treaty provision, 
being the paramount law, overrode the State 
statute. 

At the time this decision was made it was 
assumed by some thoughtless individuals that 
the entire law would be swept away by the Su- 
preme Court when the, question reached it. 
Opinions in two cases have just been handed 
down by it. In one the action of the Circuit 
Court in the above-mentioned case is sustained 
for the reason given—the conflict between the 
law and the treaty. The other case was a 
suit brought by two non-resident aliens, citi- 
zens of the German Empire, the brother and 
sister of a deceased citizen of the United 
States who died intestate, leaving real estate. 
These heirs-at-law wanted the property to be 
divided between them and the widow and set 
up the claim that the alien law was unconsti- 
tutional, 

As there is no treaty with the German Em- 
pire or that division of it ot which the plaint- 
iffs are residents, the court rejects their claim 
and orders that all the land be turned over to 
the widow, thus sustaining the law. The decis- 
ion accords with natural justice as well as with 
the letter of the law. Of course the property 
of the deceased ought to go to his widow, who 
had labored with him in its acquisition, rather 
than be divided between. her and a brother 
and sister on the other side of the Atlantic 


who preferred to remain aliens instead of be- 
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It is to be regretted that the power vested 
in Presidents of village boards, the executive 
of cities, and.the President of the County 
Board of Cook, by recent acts of the Legisla- 
ture, is not also vested in the President of 
the Chicago Board of Education. If it were 
it might have a steadying and restraining 1in- 
fluence on the legislationof that body. Take, 
for example, the action of the board 
Wednesday evening in creating a building 
bureau. There is no doubt that had Presi- 
dent McLaren the veto power he would nullify 
the action taken in this instance. There is 
not much excuse for the creation of the addi- 
tional board, and that which is offered is no 
excuse atall. If the architect charges too 
much for buildings now acompetent architect 
can be found who will do the work as well for 
less money. ‘he creation of the board is in 
the interest of extravagance and jobbery. 
Five or six offices will be created under the 
resolution adopted. Next year some member 
of the board will want to create places for 
some friends, and other offices will be created 
in connection with the board. This is the 
history of similar experiments in the Board 
of Education. 

There is no department of our city govern- 
ment where there has been such extravagance 
in the matter of offices and salaries as in the 
Board of Education. That department is 
much overofficered now. The salaries are 
enormously too high and are increased. em the 
slightest provocation, Some effort should be 
u.ade to check this extravagance. The power 
to do so is not vested ia the President of 
the board but in the Council. That body 
should demand from the present board an 


itemized estimate for this year. It should 
pass the appropriation for educational pur- 
poses in an itemized form, and one of the 
items that shouid be stricken out is that for 
Mr. Rosenthal’s building bureau. Thatshould 
go with the fads, It remains to be s2en 
whether the Council has the courage and the 
ability to grapple with the subject.

A BILL OF PARTICULARS NEEDED. 

A resolution has been introduced by a Rep- 
rescntative from Jersey County providing for 
the submission to the popular vote a year 
from next November of the question whether 
theré shall be a convention called to revise, 
alter,and amend the present Constitution. 
The author of this resolution states therein 
his reasons for offering it, but he does so too 
indefinitely, 

He says ‘the rapid increase of the agri- 
cultural population demands legislation which 
cannot be had under the present Constitu- 
tion.”” What increase is he talking of? The 
gain in population of the entire State between 
1880 and 1890 was 748,480. Of that gain 740,- 
000 was in cities and towns having a popula- 
tion of 4,000 or over. If smaller towns and 
villages were included it would be found the 
agricultural population had decreased in ten 
years. Hence the first reason 1s worthless, 

Then the member from Jersey says the cities 
have grown in number ana wealth and need 
legislation they cannot have under the present 
Constitution. What legislation? The same 
kind they enjoyed under che Constitution of 
1848, when they were allowed to run in debt for 
the benefit of railroad and other speculators just 
as deep as the Legislature would allow them— 
and that accommodating body never refused a 
request? Is legislation wanted to enable the 
General Assembly to change the charters of 
cities to meet partisan needs—to lengthen the 
terms and increase the pay of officers? 

It is stated further that the “ extraordinary 
amount of capital invested in railroads, man- 
ufacturing, and commercial enterprises de- 
mands legislation which cannot be had under 
the present Constitution.” There is no doubt 
that the railroads want legislation which is 
impossible under the present Constitution. So 
do many men engaged in other enterprises. 
Uhe kind of legislation they ‘want, forbidden 
now but very common between 1848 and 1870, 
is called “‘special legislation.’”’ It means the 
ability of capital to send a lobbyist to Spring. 
field with money in his purse who uses it to 
buy from mercenary legislators a limitless 
grant of exclusive privileges. It means Legis- 
latures which will be more corrupt than those 
of 1869 and preceding years, for they will have 
more to sell. 

The resolution says that some of the provis- 
ions of the Constitution are “‘too restrictive.” 
The railroads have long been of that opinion. 
So have been the purchasers of monopolies 
and the people who thrive on municipal ex- 
travagance. But not one of these persons 
who talks about “ restrictive provisions ’’ has 
the courage to name those the repeal of 
which is most desired by those who are work- 
ing for a convention. For those obnoxious 
provisions are the ongs which curb corporate 
greed and local extravagance and which the 
people are most anxious to preserve. 

It is stated further that “ the great mass of 
laboring people demand necessary and legit- 
imate legislation for the protection of their 
rights.”” What right or rights of theirs can- 
not be protected owing to the defects of the 
present Constitution? Is thére any person 
who is ready to go into details on that point? 
What is the rightful legislation which is asked 
for ana cannot be had? Are its friends afraid 
to say? 

It is stated further that the present judicial 
system is “involved andintricate and not con- 
sistent with the proper discharge of business.”’ 
The administration of the present system is 
far from being perfect, but what are the de- 
fects which cannot be cured by laws passed in 
accordance with ‘the present Constitution? 
Why does not some one say what the things 
are which ought to be done but cannot be 
done with the organic law as it is? 

Perhaps when this resolution comes up for 
discussion its author and its other friends, if 
it has any, will tell just what provisions of the 
Constitution they would like to have stricken 
vut and what inserted. They certainly ought 
to have the courage todoso. Until they do 
they can make no headway with their scheme, 


make any. 
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GEN, STOCKTON’S REJECTION. 

The people of the North Division of Chi- 
cago, without regard to party, will learn with 
regret and indignation that the Senate at 
Springfield has rejected the Governor’s nomi- 
nation of Gen. Joseph E. stockton as Com- 
missioner of Lincoln Park, and that his rejec- 
tion probably was secured through the prac- 
tices, corrupt or otherwise, of lobbyists at 
work fora street railroad.

He has labored 
for it from the outset with extraordinary as- 
siduity, intelligence, and good taste more 
than any other one, and this his associates 
will admit; he has made it the people’s park 
and helped to beautify it. More than any one 
else he has guarded it against encroachments 
from the outside so that it may be kept for 
the use of the people. He has given his time 
unsparingly to the people’s interests, and he 
has seen it grow intoone of the most beautiful 
popular resorts inthe country. Whoever may 
succeed him, or however intelligent or enter- 
prising he may be, he will not fill the place 
from which Gen. Stockton has been ousted 
either by corrupt influences or partisan greed, 
it matters little which, with that degree of 
satisfaction the latter always has given. Gen. 
Stockton’s long, arduous, and iavaluable 
service deserved a better recompense than he 
has met with at the hands of the State Senate, 
whose action in the premises is simply dis- 
graceful. He will retire from the place he 
has honored, however, with a ‘* well done, 
good and faithful servant” from the entire 
people of the North Division. They should 
now insist upon it that some memorial of him 
shall be placed in the park, which will at 
once express their gratitude to him and at the 
same time commemorate his eminent service 
in constructing and beautifying the people’s

The public eredit of the 

Dominion was pledged to the extent of tens of 

millions of dollars to carry the railway to com- 

plet.on and to sustain the company in its 

licy of absorbing and constructing branch 


Is More Evidence Required? 


The foregoing excerpts from the speech of a 
Canadian Cabinet Minister, pleadimg for ad- 
ditional public aid to the Canadian Pacific 
company, make it abundantly clear that the 
whole scheme was conceived in a spirit of hoa- 
tility to the United States und with a view to 
the republic’s injury. The Canadian Pacific 
road was built with Canadian Government 
money to enable it to carry freights at much 
lower rates than American roads possibly 
could, thus enabling it to milk the whole 
transcontinental traffic of North America, 
while the United States lines are handicapped 
by restrictions from which thei great rival is 
exempt. 

In the session of 1886 the Canadian Govern- 
ment released $10,189,521 of its loan to the 
Canadian Facific company, the latter agreeing 
to surrender 6,793,014 acres of its land subsidy. 
Thus the company was able to realize upon 
one-fourth of its main land subsidy. In the 
same session large subsidies were voted to en- 
avle the company to purchase the North Shore 
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lines, building ocean steamships, and other- 
wise organizing to secure the transcontinental 
and Asiatic trade of this continent. And one 
of the avowed reasons why the Dominion of 
Canada should burden its people with an im- 
mense debt, on behalf of the Canadian Pacitic 
company was that the company might be in a 
position—by having arailway system unin- 
cumbered, and being in receipt of heavy gov- 
ernment subsidies—to carry through freight 
forat least one-third of what the heavily- 
bonded American roads, built with private 
capital, could afford to carry them for. That 
such was one of the principal aims of the Do- 
minion Government in assuming such vast ob- 
ligations in connection with the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway is fully shown by quotations from 
the speeches of Canadian Ministers in Parlia- 


ment. 
The Canadian Pacific railway company, or 
‘ syndicate, was formed in 1880. The syndicate 
secured a contract from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment for the construction and operation 
ofa through line of railway from Callander, 
on the east side of Lake Nipissing, about 350 
miles west of Montreal, to the Pacific coast. 
It was also agreed that over $30,000,000 should 
be expended by the government in building 
certain sections of the railway. ‘The company 
was not only to be paid an enormous price 
for building part of the railway, but it was to 
own the whole railway outright after it was 
built, Is there another such contract on 
record in tixe history of.the world? 
Capital of the Company. 


The nominal capital of the company was 
$5,000,000, and to this company with $5,000,000 
capital the Canadian Government agreed to 
give aud did givein the form of subsidies 
payable as the work of cunstruction pro- 

* gressed : 

1. Thirty million doilars’ worth of com- 
pleted railway sections. 

2. Twenty-five million dollars in cash. 

3. Twenty-five million acres of public lands 
on the prairies of the Northwest. 

4, The privilege of importing rails and other 
supplies into Canada free of duty. 

5. A monopoly of the railway traffic of the 
Northwest—the Government of Canada bind- 
ing itseif not to permit the construction of 
avy railway running southward from the 
Canadian Pacific to the United States bound- 
ary line, 

The value of those last-mentioned privileges 
was very great. The government had to buy 
out the monopoly privilege frum the company 
jn 1488 to prevent the Manitobans from taking 
arms to secure its abolition. 

Of course this company or syndicate, with 

its nominal capital of $5,000,000, had no diffi- 
culty in raising money upon the credit of its 
prospective subsidies and the completed sec- 
tions of railway handed over by the govern- 
ment. The good faith and credit of the 
Dominion were pledged to see the project 
through. A failure of the new Pacific railway 
been disastrous to the 
doininant political party in the Dominion, 
especially as the opposition, or Reform party, 
had opposed the deal with the Canadian 
Pacific and urged the acceptance of an offer 
made by another syndicate, which proposed to 
constfuct and operate the line for much 
sinaller,subsidies. Hence the Canadian Pacitic 
company started out not only with enormous 
subsidies in prospective and $30,000,000 worth 
of completed railways in hand, but it had the 
_— resources and credit of Canada at its 
back. 

It was to support itself and make large div- 
dends by tapping the transcontinental traffic 
of the United States. Friends of the compa- 
ny boasted that, as the Canadian Pacific 
would uot only have a great transcontinental 
railway built for it with Canadian money, 
but would make immense profits upon its 
contract for construction, it would be impos- 
sible for the heavily mortgaged American 
roads, built with private funds, to compete 
with it. 

‘What was $5,000,000 of capital to a corpora- 
tion with such a contract and such backing? 
The company cou!d command millions, and 
at once it proceeded to gobble up railways in 
the eastern Provinces—to create a vast raul- 
way system out of public bounty—thus using 
the credit of the Dominion to make itself the 
competitors of railways built with private 
means. 

Canadian Pacific influence was and is still 
all-powerful in Parliament. It had only to 
ask in order to receive from the Dominion 
Legislature aud the Dominion Treasury. It 
began to purchase and lease railways. The 
Canada Central road, leading from Brock- 
ville (where connection is made. by means of 
aferry with the New York State roads) to 
Peinbroke, with a branch to Ottawa and 
reaching toward Sault Ste. Marie, was pur- 
chased for $4,000,000, The North Shore rail-

_Chnsed from the Government of the Province 
©{ Quebee for $3,600,000. The Ottawa and 
Prescott Railway was secured. The Lauren- 
tian and St. Eustache railways (little roads of 
no practical value to the con. pany, but owned 
by politicians whom it was necessary to pla- 
cate) were bought for $300,000. The Atlantic 
and Northwestern charter was bought for 
Similar reasons for $156,646. The Southeast- 
ern railway, leading from Montreal to the 
United States boundary line, was acquired for 
$1,582,327. 

The Ontario and Quebec railway, leading 
froin Ottawa to Toronto, and the Credit Val!- 
ley road, from Toronté to St. Thomas (where 
connection is made with the Michigan Cen- 
tral), were leased and completed. The New 
Brunswick railway was purchased. A new 
direct rodd was built from Montreal to 

oronto. 

The government agreed to pay a subsidy of 


$1,000,000 to enable the company to extend 


itsline from Montreal to-Quebec, and also 
$170,000 a year for twenty years to assist it in 
building a railway through the State of 
aine in order to give a short line between 
ontreal and St. John and Halifax. Other 
Subsidies were giving toward the purchase of 
nu unprofitable roads in 
which influential politicians were interested— 
Most important of these being the Inter- 
Dational, running from Sherbrooke to the 
aine frontier. That road was virtually 
Owned by the late Hon. John Henry Pope, 
n Minister of Railways and Canals in the 
minion of Canada Cabinet— the man upon 
Whose recommendation Parliament granted 
all the subsidies to the Canadian Pacific. 
Even Taxed Their Competitors. 


Thus, by the means described and upon the 
Strength of the bounty and credit of the Do- 
Minion G vernment, the Canadian Pacific 
Company was able to establish an immense 
and powerful railway system in competition 
with the Grand Trunk and other com panies 
Created by private capital. The Canadian 

vernment began to grant subsidies in aid 
of branch lines and extensions of the Canadian 
acific and affiliated lines designed to com- 
re With and take traffic from tne Grand 
nk. Against this policy the Grand Trunk 
protested, and Lord Claude Hamilton, a di- 
rector of the latter company, who visited 
Ganada in 1884, pronounced the government’> 
Policy “an iniquitous one, inasmuch as it in- 
volved the using of public moneys, which the 
the Trunk was taxed in part to supply, for 
purpose of constructing lines whieh would 
cor pete with the Grand Trunk’s roads.” 

But protests were in vain, The “ patriotic ” 
Cry Served to stifle all opposition. Then, as 
how, the Canadian who ventured to raise his 
voice against the exactions of the Canadian 
a comnpany and its relations with the 

veroment of the Dominion was denounced 


one-fourth its face value. 

Before the end of 1883 the company ‘was 
able to expend, and did expend, out of sub- 
sidies and other moneys received (in addition 
to the outlay upon its main line) the follow- 
ing sums: 

Upon the acquisition of branch lines.....$7,030,143 
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with the company. It had had plenty of 
money-with which to absorb small roads and 
build up an immense railway system, as well 
as to pay dividends .at the rate of 24 per cent 
per annum to the principal stockholders, But 
at the end of 1883 the company’s resources 
began to run low. 


Borrowing from the Government, 


And being in want of money the Canadian 
Pacitic magnates went to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and demanded an advance or loan 
of $30,000,000, of which $7,500,000 would be 
used to guarantee dividends at the rate of 3 
percent per annum to the holders of the 
$60,000,000 of stock theretofore issued by the 
company. This was equivalent to 12 per 
cent per annum to those who obtained the 
$20,000,000 of stock at 25 and 6 per cent to 
those who took up thie $30,000,000 issue. Not 
bad dividends to be paid upon the stock of a 
company which represented itself as in finan- 
cial straits. Come weal or woe the big divi- 
dends were to be paid. And Parliament, 
after some opposition by the Liberals, granted 
the $30,000,000 advance. 

When Sir John Macdonald, the late Premier 
of Canada, diea his will disclosed the fact that 
he was a large holder of Canadian Pacific 
shares. For years Sir John’s wili was law 
with the Conservative party. 

The late Premier, Sir John Abbott, was a 
member of the company from its inception. 
He was tha salaried solicitor of the company 
from 1880 until 1888, when he became Vice- 
President, and durimg nearly the whole of 
that time he was a member of Parliament, 
and forsome time a member of the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick, now Lieutenant-Governor 
of Ontario, is a director of the company. So 
is Sir Donald Smith, M. P. So 1s Senator 
Melnnes, A number of the company’s em- 
ployés hold seats in Parliament. Thus the 
interests of the Conservative party are so in- 
terwoven with those of the Canadian Pacitic 
company that the Dominion Parliament has 
frequently been described as part of the com- 
pany’s rolling stock. 

In submitting his company’s request for an 
advance of $30,000,000 on Jan. 15, 1884, Mr. 
Stephen said the company was not in a posi 
tion to realize upon its stock except at a ruin- 
ous sacrifice, and that the deposit to secure 
dividends had deprived it of the means to con- 
tinue vigorous construction. As to the value 
of the subsidies voted to the company Mr. 
Stephen said: 

* The balanze of the cash subsi¢wv ($12,710,- 
789) need not be reinarked upon. The value 
of the balance of the land subsidy may be ex- 
emplified by the result of the realization of 
the portion already sold, which has produced 
a net return of $2.36 per acre.’ 

At this price the balance of the lands (21,- 
247,000 acres) would realize $50,142,920. It 
has already sold 3,753,400 acres at an average 
price of $2.36 an acre, realizing $8,807,024, so 
that we have the value of the company’s land 
subsidy fixed by President Stephen at $58,- 
949,944, besides the $25,000,000 cash subsidy 
and privileges worth many millions more. 

The company secured its loan of $30,000,000 
and, of course, its credit was enhanced. The 
investing world realized that it had the entire 
resources of Canada at its command and ac- 
cordingly its stock advanced in value. The 
dividends were now secured, the government 
guaranteeing their payment. 

Still Another Raid. 


Now we come to the year 1885. The Cana- 
dian Pacific railway company was not satis- 
fied with its successful raid of 1884 upon the 
treasury. Its extravagance and the greed of 
the stockholders for large dividends reduced 
it to financial straits, or pretended financial 
straits, once more. Further aid peony wey es 
In 1885 the late Hun. John Henry Pope, from 
whom the Canadian Pacific nad lately 
purchased, or agreed to purchase, 
the unprofitable International rail- 
way at an enormous price, was 
Minister of Railways in the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. Onthe 16th of June, 1855, Mr. 
Pope introduced resolutions in Parliament 
authorizing a further loan of $5,000,000 from 
the Dominion Treasury to the Canadian Pa- 
cific company and also granting the company 

ower to raise money by selling bonds. He 
insisted that the advance was more in the in- 
terest of the country than of the company, 
and urged the House of Commons not “to 
piay into the hands of the enemies of the road 
on the other side of the line.’’ Another 
argument he used was that it was necessary to 
complete the Canadian Pacific railway quickly 
in order to divert settlers from the North- 
western States into the Canadian Northwest. 
See Canadian House of Commons, Hansard, 
{page 2,565, of 1885. | 

But the purpose of giving further assistance 
to the Canadian Pacific company was more 
fully disclosed by Mr, Chapleau—then, as 
now, a member of the goverament—who sec- 
onded Mr. Pope’s motion. Mr. Chapleau had 
also profited by the sale of some small pieces 
of railway to the Canadian Pacific company. 
Upon what did he base the demand for more 
**backsheesh’’ forthe company? After giv- 
ing a glowing picture of the iinmense Asiatic 
trade which the Canadian Pacific road would 
attract to itself, he said: 

The Canadian Pacific is the offspring of two 
great ideas: First, the necessity of uniting into 
one greatempire the British colonies of North 
America as a barrier against the absorbing power 
of the neighboring republic. Second, the im- 
portance of opening to the coming millions of im- 
migrants the vast area yet unexplored and of 
finding for the commerce of Europe and of 
America itself the best, the shortest, the quickest 
route to the boundiess wealth of Asia. 

Uniform Volume of Traffic. 

The less the railway is loaded with bonded debt 
the better its position to compete with rivals. 
For instance, let us suppose a uniform volume of 
traffic on the following transcontinental roads. 
That traffic, exclusive of working expenses, would 
have first to pay, on account of interest upon the 
cost of those roads: 

On the Union Pacific...............$5,467 per mile 
On the Northern Pacific ........... 3,200 per mile 
On the Southern Pacific 2,900 pér mile 
On the Canadian Pacific............ 1,400 per mile 

In other words, each of these roads would have 
to oaree per mile on its freight on 1,000 miles of 
road: 

The Union Pacific............. 
The Northern Pacific........ ........ 
The Soutbern Pacific 

The Cavadian Pacific................. 1.45 per ton 

A tariff of $.47 perton onthe Union. Pacific 
would be equivalent to $1.45 on the same quantity 
of freight on the Canadian Pacific. And take 
one cent as a basis of calculation, the charges in 
respect to payment of original cost price would 
be . 
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railway between Montreal and Quebec, and 
the mortgage for’ $1,000,000 taken to secure 
that advance was released by the government 
in 1891 without adollar being paid upon it. 
This was another clear grab of $1,000,000 by 
the company from the Public Treasury. 

Now let us look at the present position of 
this Canadian Pacific company—the great 
corporation created by Canadian Government 
bounty—the octopus which controls the Par- 
liament and government of the dominion and 
maintains a powerful lobby in Washington, 

The last annual meeting of the shareholders 
of the co.npany was heid in Montreal the 11th 
day of May, 1892. The report submitted by 
the directors stowed that in 1891—

‘This was the Canadian Pacific company's 

showing last year. And it must be remerm- 

bered that the dividend of 3 per cent guaran- 
teed by the Government of Canada in 1584 1s 
still being paid to the stockholders every year, 
in addition to the dividends paid out of. sur- 
plus earnings. When the Canadian Parlia- 
ment was first asked to vote enormous sub- 
sidies to the Canadian Pacific company the 
main plea was that there would be a heavy 
annual loss upon the operation of the road 
for at least ten years after its completion. 
But, thanks to the policy of milking the traffic 
of the United States, the company is making 
handsome profits every year. its net earnings 
increased from $6,299,700 in 1890 to $8,009,659 
in 1891. (See the company’s last report. ) 
President Van Horne in his report to the 
sharehv iders says that the company’s line of 
steamships ‘to China and Japan is paying its 
way. Thecompany received $516,000 from the 

Canadian Government last year as subsidy for 

carrying mails. And, in addition to the sub- 

sidies reeeived by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road from the Dominion Government upon 
its main line and its extension in the Eastern 

Provinces, it also receives a subsidy of 6,400 

acres of crown lands for every mile of branch 


The surplus was 
Two dividends of 1 per cent each 


‘railway which it constructs in the Northwest 


Territories. The value of those subsidies can 
bo judged froin the following paragraphs in 
President Van Horne’s last annual report: 

** The sales of Canadian Pacific lands last 

ear were 72,674 acres for $294,875, an average 
price of $4.05 per acre, as against 73,941 acres 
for $276,586 last year, an average price of 
$3.76 per acre in 1890. The sale of Mani- 
toba Southwestern railway Jands (subsidy 
upon a branch line) for 1891 were 24,566 acres 
for $120,070, an average price of $4.88 per acre, 
as against $4.78 in 1890,” 

Value of the Land Subsidies. 


As subsidies upon the main line and 
branches the Canadian Pacific company has 
secured over 39,000,000 acres of Canadian pub- 
lic lands. Deducting the 6,793,014 surrendered 
to the goverament for $10,189,521, the com. 
pany has still about 23,000,000 acres on hand. 
The average price being, say, $4 per acre, it 
would appear that the compauy’s land subsi- 
dies will realize over $100,000,000. 

It is against a company endowed by public 
bounty in this cvlossal fashion that the rail- 
ways of the United States, constructed by pri- 
vate capital, have to compete, while handi- 
capped by legislative restrictions to which the 
foreign line is not subject. 

Mr. Van Horne tells his stockholders that 
the working of his company’s through line 
from the Atlantic seaboard to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis has proved a source of handsome 
profit. The company has lines connecting 
with Halifax and St.John, and one of its 
avowed aims is to divert United States traffic 
to Canadian ports. It practicaily controls 
the government's intercolonial railway. It 
receives subsidies from the Provincial Gov- 
ernmeut of Manitoba in aid of locai lines, 
and a line is to be extended from Minneapo- 
lis northwestward to Regina, with the view of 
making a short cut trough American territory 
for transcontinental traffic. 

In February, 1891, the Dominion Govern- 
ment agreed to increase by $75,000 a year the 
subsidy payable to the Canadian Pacific com- 
pany for carrying mails between Montreal 
and British Columbia. That was equal to an 
addition of $1,500,000 to the capital of the 
company. A general election for the Domin- 
ian Parliament was then approaching. The 
amount contributed by the Canadian Pacific 
company to the governmant party’s cam- 
paign fund has never been ascertained, but 
all through the campaign the company placed 
special trains at the disposal of Cabinet Min- 
isters and their principal supporters free of 
charge, and voters were carried free to the 
polls on Canadian Pacific trains. 

Those facts have been established by sworn 
testimony in the election courts. And that is 
not all. Mr. Van Horne, the President cf tne 
company—an American who has renounced 
his American citizenship and sworn allegiance 
to Queen Victoria in the hope of obtaining a 
knighthood—issued a manifesto to the Cana- 
dian people a short time before the election in 
the form of an open letter to Senator Drum- 
mond of Montreal. The Liberal party’s pol- 
icy was complete free trade with the United 
States, while the Tories, or Ministerialists, in- 
sisted that such a policy would lead to the 
separation of the Dominion from the British 
Empire and its absorption by the American 
Republic. 

Here is what President Van Horne said 
when cailed upon to instruct the employés of 
his company as to how they should vote: 

Unrestricted reciprocity with the United States 
and a joint protective tariff against the rest of 
the world would make New York the chief dis- 
tributing point for the Dominion, instead of 
Montreal and Toronto, and destroy all hope for 
the future of the ports of Halifax and St. John; 
would ruin three-fourths of out manufactories: 
would make Eastern Canada the dumping ground 
for the grain and flour of the Western States, 
and would make Canada generally the slaughter 
market for the manufactures of the United 
States. all of which would be bad for the Cana- 
dian Pacitic railway. 


WANTS ANOTHER SUBSIDY, 


Aid to Be Asked for a Line of Steamers 
from Liverpool to Halifax. 

J. F. Watson of St. Johus, N. B., said at the 
Great Northern yesterday: 

“The latest scheme of the Canadian Pa- 
cific road to come before the Dominion Par- 
liament this session is in keeping with the au- 
dacious policy pursued by this company in 
all its successful manipulations in the past to 
help the treasury of the company at the ex- 
pense of the Canadian taxpayers. For years 
this gigantic corporation has been managed 
by shrewd government ‘workers,’ who have 
drawn from the Dominion Treasury millions 
of dollars in the shape of subsidies that have 
enriched the stockholders to an extent that 
now they virtually hold in trust the greatest 
railroad monopoly in the world. In fact, it

** Strange as it may seem, a greater part of

The new Fort Street Union Depot in Detroit;

It will be used 
jointly by the Canadian Pacific, Flint and Pere 
Marquette, Detroit, Lansing and Northern. and 
Wabash railways. The Michigan Central depot is 
only a short block distant and facilitates the 
transfer between the two stations. The building 
itself cost almost $200,000. The main building is 
166 feet by 118 feet, three stories and an attic high 
with a corner tower 100 feet high.

TO REDUCE DUTIES ON AMERICAN PORK. 


Bowell and Angers Receive a Deputation 
of Packers—Their Plea. 

Orrawa, Ont., Jan. 19.—[ Special. |—Messrs. 
Bowell and Angers were waited upon 
by a deputation representing the pork-pack- 
ing interests of. Ontario, They represeuted 
that the pork-packers of Canada are not 
able to obtain a continuous supply of hogs 
of Canadian growth for the purpose of keep- 
ing their factories running all the year 
round; in fact, this point was recognized 
by the government some years ago, 
and in order to meet the needs of 
the pork packing iuterest concession was 
made, by which they were enabled to import 
hogs from the United States in bond and ship 
the pork out of the country on the basis of 
sixty pounds for every 100 pounds live weight 
on hogs up to 200 pounds, and sixty-five 
pounds on hogs over 200 pounds, Six months 
ago an inspector was sent through West- 
ern Ontario on the report of the prev- 
alence of hog cholera in the United 
States, to see that the quarantine 
regulations were strictly enforced, and the ob- 
ject of the deputation to the ministers today 
was to urge some relaxation of these regula- 
tions in order to enable them to keep their es- 
tablishments running during the wintef. 
They promised that every care would be taken 
that the anirnals would be properly handled 
and be put through their establishments with 
the least pussible delay. Both ministers 
promised that the request would be taken into 
consideration. 


GOV. BROWN WILL NOT PARDON ARCHER. 


Maryland’s State Treusurer Will Not Be 
Keleased from Prison, 

Bautimore, Mée., Jan. 19.—/[Special.]—To 
the great surprise of the Democratic politi 
cians and to the friends of ex-State Treasurer 
Steven Archer, who is now serving a term in 
State’s prison for robbing the Treasury, 
Gov. Brown has declared that he had no in- 
tention of granting the numerous petitions 
for the pardon of the aged  de- 
faulter. “Why should I pardon Archer?” 
said he to the Rev. Dr. Brand, who 
presented him with a petition signed by many 
citizens of Hartford County. ‘“‘ He has never 
told what he did with the money. Many peoc- 
ple believe he used the money for p. litical 
purposes, that he used it for the purpose of 
aiding the party which had honored him for 
so many years. [ am ina position to know 
that this was not the case. There is another 
matter of importance for consideration. ‘There 
are balances in different banks where Archer 
hypothecated the State securities. This money 
belongs to the State. It amounts in all to 
$5,000 or $6,000. A note to these banks from 
Archer would cause them even now to turno 
this money into the treasury. ,But Archer 
don’t give it. His bondsmen are trying to 
get it themselves on the ground that they have 
settled with the State and the moves is theirs, 
although they were fet off by the payment of 
$37,000 instead of $132,000.”

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ASIATIC CHOLERA IS NOT IN ST. PAUL, 


Health Physician Hoyt Says It Was a Case 
of Aggravated Cholera Morbus. 


Sr. Pavt, Minn., Jan. 19.—| Special. ]—The 
Asiatic cholera was supposed to have reached 
St. Paul Wednesday morning and the Health 
Department took prompt measures to prevent 
any spread of the disease, Ihe deadly germ 
claimed its victim in a German immigrant, 
who died before he reached the city. A second 
class passenger on the “Soo” train, Engelbert 
Hoog, died yesterday morning just before the 
train pulled into the Union Depot. He was 
one of a party of five who left New York 
Saturday night and came direct to 
St. Paul, en route to Wabasha, Minn. Mr. 
Hoog was from Baden, Germany, aud 18 said 
to have crossed the Atiantic on the Red Star 
line steamer Bergeland. He was about 35 
years old. He was taken ill Monday night 
and after a few hours died. The body was 
examined by Coroner Whitcomb. Health 
Commissioner Hoyt was notified and issued 
the following order to his officer, H. C. Sinks, 
Inspector of Contagious Diseases: 

Iam informed that one Engelbert Hoog from 
Baden, Germany. died on the incoming Soo train 
from the East last night with symptoms resem- 
bling cholera. The body was removed from the 
train upon its arrival here, and is at present at 
the undertaking establishment of Guthurz & 
Rockstroh, No. 449 Wacouta street, this city. You 
will immediately take charge of the remains and 
baggage accompanying the same, properly disin- 
fect the body, burn the clothing, etc.. that have 
been in contact with the same, and disinfect all 
baggage not havinga disinfecting certificate of 
the New York Health Department. The Depart- 
ment of Health of Minneapolis hs been notified

The officials who prepared the body for burial 
are of the opinion thatit was an undoubted 
vase of Asiatic cholera and not an aggravated 
case of cholera morbus, although City Physi- 
cian Hoyt gave out a statement today that 
Hoog died of acute cholera morbus, The re- 
maining members of the party, a wan, 
woman, and two children, continued 
their journey. They were merely traveling 
acquaintances of the dead man. Dr. Hoyt 
notified the authorities of Wabasha of the 
death of Hoog, and they will doubtless keep 
the party under surveillance for a few days, 
or until all danger of the disease is passed. 
The baggage of the entire party was cheeked 
through from VUastle Garden, and it has not 
yet arrived. All the members of the party hac 
clean health certificates from the New York 
Health Department.

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TALKS OF RAILROADS. 


WATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE OON- 


SIDERS TRANSPORTATION. 


—————— 


Proposition to Confer on the Inter-State 
‘ Commerce Commission the Power to 
Legal ize Changes in Rates Withdrawn— 
Would Have Witnesses Exempt from 
Criminating Themselves—Financial Aid 
to the Nicaragua Canal, Also to a Canal 
Around Niagara Favored. 
| WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—{ Special. ]— 
The National Board of Trade today acted on 
weighty matters affecting transportation 1in- 
terests, Probably its most important recom- 
mendation was in regard to the inter-State 
commerce law. The Executive Council had 
recommended a series of amendments, most 
of them unobjectionable. There was one, 
however, which contained an implied indorse- 
ment of pooling. It was proposed to confer 
upon the inter-State Commission the ability 
to render valid by its approval changes in 
rates, rules, conditions, or agreements which 
wight affect the cost, value, or method of 
transportation service due to the public. This 
was really more direct than the section which 
the railroads have been trying to get Con- 
gress to. adopt. Its purpose was declared to 
be to. protect the merchants and shippers 
from arbitrary and unreasorable changes 1n 
rates. 
. Mr. Wilson of Cincinnati championed this 
amendment, setting forth that no greater 
blessing could be conferred-upon the railroads 
than the enforcement of this provision, inas- 
much as the greatest jeopardy in which rail- 
roads are now placed arises from the ca- 
pricious and ill-advised changing of rates and 
not from. governmental interference. Rail- 
road men are now asking practicaliy this 
game concession of Congress. 
Mr. Converse of Columbus, Mr. Thompson 
of Duluth, Mr. Smith of Toledo, and Mr. 
Bacon of Milwaukee opposed the measure. 
Mr. Bacon considered it impracticable in 
execution and dangerous in principle. Five 
men are utterly incompetent to pass intelli- 
gent judgment upon the affairs of 600 railway 
corporations and their numerous branches. 
The power was too arbitrary to be conferred 
upon individuals; they could discriminate, 
they could make prosperous, they could ruin. 
Mr. Wilson’s Section Withdrawn. 
Congressman Bellamy Storer of Cincinnati 
gave aconcise exposition of the workings of 
the bill, in which he referred to the celebrated 
Counselman case, the decision of Judge 
Gresham in reference to compulsory testi- 
mony before the commission, and the general 
dissatisfaction now common to both shipper 
and carrier. The n sity for some altera- 
tion was evident, and/under this proposed 
provision the presend¢e of a third party, the 
in the court which determined the re- 
tions between carrier and shipper, might ef- 
fect beneficial changes. The orposition was 
too numerous and outspoken, however, and 
Mr. Wilson diplomatically withdrew this sec- 


The canal question, international and na- 
tidnal, was indorsed. It was thought that 
there might be some opposition, but ‘the 
sentiment of the gathering was strongly in 
favor of canals. 

The Nicaragua project was discussed at 

by Mr. Parsons of St. Louis, Ambrose 
Snow of New York, Mr. Smith of Toledo, and 
others. The result was that the resolution in- 
structing the officers of the association to 
memorialize Congress for financial aid in the 
undertaking was adopted. After this the 
propositions for the various canals of this 
country, designed to facilitate transportation, 
went through without opposition. 

Chicago and the World’s Fair incidentally 
came up in the discussion over one of the sev- 
eral resolutions introduced regarding good 
roads. Some delegates wanted a National 
Highway Commission and others wanted a 
road department. There was also a proposi-

presentative Buchanan of New Jersey 
these suggestions were going ‘too far 
and he poked fun at them.

BY INDUCED ELECTRIC CURRENTS, 
New Street Railway System Which Does 
Away with Trolley—For Safety. 


Battrmors, Md., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
Elias E. Ries; an electrician of this city, has 
invented and perfected a new systein of op- 
erating railways by electricity which will soon 
be adopted by a line in Baltimore. It 
does away with direct connection between the 
motor and the source from which the electric- 
ity is supplied. The cars are designed to de 
operated by electro-dynamic induction from 
conductors carried under the street surface 
and making no contact with the track rails or 
the motor car. Mr. Ries today demonstrated 
the safety of the induction system. A coil of 
insulated wire was connected with the gener- 
ating current and laid onatable. Asimilarcoil 
having an incandescent lamp attached was 
brought pear the other coil and when the coils 
approached the lamp was lighted by the in- 
duced current. Another coil was Jaid in an 
iron trough with an iron covering. ver this 
was vilaceda sheet of asbestos, which repre- 
sented the asphalt pavement on 
a street and when a coil was brought 
over the covered coil the lamp was 
lighted as before. In practical railroad work 
asmall wire carrying a high tensiun current 
is sent out from generating stations. his 
wire is to be buried the same as a gas or water 
main. At intervals aleng the line reducers 
are put on anda feed wire sent to the buried 
induction coils. Buried at intervals between 
the rails just under the surface of the 
street are the secondary conductors, which 
are of copper incased in alight iron trough. 
Beneath the car is suspended a tertiary coil of 
insulated copper wire to come within a 
few immches of the surface of the ground. 
This is connected with a specially corstructed 
motor. The passage of the current is regu- 
lated by a switch on the car in the ordinary 
manner.

Sets Forth His Woes, 

Carcaco, Jan. 18.—[Editor of The Tribune.]—A 
reader of your valuable ‘paper woula like to tres- 
pass upon you for sufficient space to set forth his 
woes. The Lake Shore and Michican Southern 
railroad runs an alleged line of trains via Rock 
Island tracks to Thirty-ninth street, thence south- 
east to Lake avenue at Forty-first street. The 
morning service consists of| five trains, of which 
we have to do with but two—viz.: leaving Lake 
avenue at 8 and 3:30. Of the five or sometimes six 
cars making up these trains there never has 
been atime inthe history of cold weather but 
what one or more of these ¢ars were actually uu- 
heated; never in mavy months’ travel bas either 
of these trains run inta the depot without 
from tive to thirty minutes’ delay in the yards, 
and seldom on time at the starting point in the 
morning—one might almost say never so in the 
evening. Go to the depot to take the 5:45 and 
you may often ride home on the 5:15 train. Go 
there at 6 o'clock and you may often ride home 
on the 5:45; but this were bliss compared with the 
suffering of passengers whiie awaiting the ar- 
rival of their train. Usually there are two cars 
upon the track, warm and weil lighted, These 
are for passengers to enjoy while awaiting their 
train, but they are locked and the enjoyment 
must be extracted by inspection only. After a 
delay of usually ten or fifteen minutes in the cold 
the train backs down, gets its human freight. and 
pulls out into the yards. Here we may spend but 
fifteen minutes if fortunate, otherwise we may, as 
last night, be compelled ta submit to a compli- 
cated switching service extending over a period 
of three-quarters of an hour. Passengers upon 
the 5:45 boulevard train last night, due at Lake 
avenue at 6:10, arrived there at 7:40. Itis not once, 
but is of almost every day occurrence.

Sugar Trust Methods and Capacity.

BIG BOND BUSINESS. 


INVESTMENT DEMAND RAPIDLY AB- 
SORBING FLOATING SECURITIES. 


Rapid Transit Stock Is in Good Demand— 
Wheat Breaks Sharply on the Belief 
That the So-Called Clique Is Selling Out— 
Weakness Continued on the Curb—Corn 
and Oats Not So Much Affected—Pro- 
visions Higher—South Water Street 
Markets—News from Other Centers, 


The feature of the situation is the steady ab- 
sorption of bonds. The bond dealers say that the 
market is bare of acceptable issues. The only 
thing there is left is the last issue of West Chica- 
go Street railway bonds and the alley elevated 
bonds, and those are being rapidly absorbed. 
* The growth of the investment business in Chi- 
cago is remarkable,” said one of the principal 
dealers in investment bonds. *“‘We can all re- 
member when there was hardly a bond owned in 
Chicago, No one had funds to invest at so low & 
rate of interest. Now there is a market here for 
about everything that is offered of the right char- 
acter. Itis with difficulty that we are able to 
supply the demand. Chicago has within the last 
year or two absorbed a tremendous amount of in- 
vestments. The building bonds alone which 
have gohe into the hands of investors will foot 
up to many million dollars. There are not many 
dealers who make a specialty of retailing bonds 
and who come in direct contact with the inves 
tor. They will all agree. however, in saying that 
the business has grown phenomenally.” 

This view of the bond market is borne out by 
others who come in contact with the investment 
demand. For the rieht kind of securities there 
seems at present to be an unusually large fund of 
money and sach securities are being rapidly ab- 
sorbed. This would seem to indicate that we may 
expect easier money before long and probably an 
increasing demand for investment stocks, for that 
always follows as soon as the choice issues of 
bonds are no longer to be had. So far as the 
money market is concerned the situation is daily 
growing easier. Rates are still held firmly at 6 
per cent, however, and bankers do not generally 
expect to see that rate lowered for some time, 
They say an ample supply of money at 6 per cent 
is satisfactory to borrowers in the wiater, and 
they see no reason why rates should be lower so 
long as there is no pressure of unempleyed capi- 
tal. No important instances of cut rates are 
heard and it is probable that there is little or 
nothing being loaned by the banks below the 6 
per cent rate. 

The promise of strong buying of investment 
stocks which is held out by the condition of the 
bond market are not yet reflected in the situa- 
tion at the Stock Exchange. The market there 
is lifeless. Asa rule the stocks are firm and the 
demand is reasonably well distributed, but the 
buying orders are pot large. There was little 
of interest in the trading of yesterday. The 
most notable change in quotations was in Chi- 
cago Telephone stock, which sold at 200, a de- 
cline of 10 points from the last sale. It would 
appear that some stockholders do not relish the 
iden of being abie to get information only* by 
personal interview with the President and being 
absolutely refused all knowledge of the com- 
pany's affairs at the annual meeting. There was 
a little trading in the\brewery stocks and prices 
were fairly firm. Milwaukee and Chicago com- 
mon advanced from 35 to 354. 

There has been good buying of Lake Street 
Elevated for several days and the markct seems 
in good condition to take all offered at 30. There 
seems to be some doubt about the completeness 
of the financial arrangements of the new organ- 
ization, and itis said that the tangled web of 
lewai difficulties that surrounded the old com- 
pany has not yet been fuily cleared away. South 
Side Rapid Transit stock is in good demand, but 
none of it comes out. Ninety-five was bid yester- 
day, but there were sales of only 15 shares. A 
sale of $50,000 bonds was a feature of the day. 
The earnings of the road continue to increase 
and stockholders who are familiar with the 
situation seem thorougbly well satisfied with the 
record the road is making. The bonds of the 
Metropolitan Elevated will be on the market 
presently. The holders of Construction company 
receipts can now exchange them for the bonds 
and the stock of the elevated company, and it is 
said that the bonds will be offered without any 
stock bonus at about 90. 

The showing made at the annual meeting of 
the Western Stone company is received with 
favor. The market was firmer for the stock yes- 
terday. and the position of the Company is now 
generally regarded as one whic!: warrauts a fair 
probability of steady dividend payments. The 
showing for the year was really rather more favor- 
able than the report represented it. While the 
net earnings were at the rate of 9.5 per cent. it 
should be remembered that during more than 
half of the year the capital stood at $2,000,000, 
the new issue of stock not being entirely disposed 
of until August. The earnings on the amount of 
capital outstanding during most of the year were 
at the rate of over 10.5 per cent. 

The street railway market was dull and firm. 
West Side stock advanced to 2124 for the ac- 
count. North Side made no advance, but held its 
own. City railway stock sold in a smaliway at 
52.

A Question That Worries the Board of 
Trade Men—Wheat Sells Off. 


For a few minutes at the opening in wheat yes 
terday the market threatened to do better. The 
price actually advanced from 81%c to 81X¥c. But 
it had apparently lost the friends it had a few 
days ago when it was advancing. There was lit- 
tle in the way of news to support it. The cables 
were off and private advices were weaker than 
public cables. Whilethe receipts ia the North- 
west were light the local inspection was over the 
estimates of the previous day, and room-traders 
preferred to sell it rather than buy.
